NATO plan 
to cut forces 

VIENNA. July 8 (K) - Western nations 
Thursday tabled a new formula for substan- 
tial cuts in manpower 1 , inr central 

Europe, aimed at reviving East-West negoti- 
ations that have been deadlocked for nearly 
nine years. 

The North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
plan envisages reducing NATO and Warsaw 
Pact land and air forces in the central area of . 
Europe — including the two German states 
— to 900,000 men each in four stages spread 
over seven years^ Previously, the West had. 
proposed reductions in two phases, with a 
separate agreement for each. 

The new plan imposes obligations from the 
outset on all countries with troops in central 
Europe to reduce their forces to help reach 
the overall ceiling, conference sources said. 
This is intended to answer Communist com- 
plaints rbat earlier Western proposals failed 
to include a clear commitment to limit growth 
of the West German army, NATO's biggest 
single fighting force in Europe. 

The revised formula, announced by Presi- 
dent Reagan last month, was presented by 
. West German Ambassador Walter Boss in 
the form of a draft treaty at the 312th plenary 
session of the 19-nation troop reduction con- 
ference. The proposed 900,000-man total on 
each side, with a sub-ceiling of 700,000 for 
ground troops, has already been agreed in 
principle by both sides. 

But a dispute over present force strengths 
and ways of monitoring a reduction accord 
have blocked progress. The West German 
delegation said agreement on the size of exist- 
ing forces remained a precondition for the 1 2 
NATO states taking part in the talks, which 
started in 1973. 

Windfall for Charles

production.by some of the 1 3 members.

Earlier Wednesday,- OPEC admitted tbat 
. its output exceeds a self-imposed ceiling of 
17J5 million barrels daily, but its influential 
markets committee decided to recommend 
that a ministerial conference Friday should 
nonetheless try to re-impose the ceiling for 
the time being. 

Oil Minister Mana Said Al-Oteiba of the 
United Arab Emirates, chairman of the mar- 
ket monitoring committee, told reporters 
after a meeting Wednesday it would also urge 
Friday's full OPEC session to tackle over- 
production by some of the members. He said 
they bad pushed output just above 18 million 
barrels daily.

MOSCOW. July 8 (Agencies) — President 
Leonid Brezhnev Thursday threatened a 
direct Soviet riposte if U.S. troops are sent to 
Lebanon. 

Dropping the caution he had maintained 
since the start of the Israeli invasion, Brezh- 
nev warned in a message to President Ronald 
Reagan that if Washington persists in its plan 
to send in troops, the Soviet Union will have 
to adapt its policies to this "new reality.” At 
the same time, Tass news agency reported, 
Brezhnev expressed hope that reason would 
prevail in Lebanon. 

The U.S., he said, should do all in its power 
to “stop the spilling of blood in Lebanon and 
the barbarous destruction by Israeli forces of 
the Lebanese and Palestinians." Noting that 
the victims included women, children and old 
people, Brezhnev said that “no responsible 
statesman, no honest man in the world can 
remain indifferent to the appeals of those 
who fall under the bullets of the Israeli invad- 
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ers.” The U.S., he said, should not act as a 
screen for Israeli aggression. 

Tass said Brezhnev called on Reagan to do 
everything he could “to end the bloodshed in 
Lebanon." He hoped that" responsibility and 
commonsense would prevail over oppor- 
tunistic calculations and that the United 
Slates would do its utmost to end the Israeli 
aggression.” 

Brezhnev added that Moscow hoped “the 
actions of the United States and its emissary 
in the Middle East would not furnish a screen 
for the continuing Israeli aggression and the 
extermination of the Arab people of Pales- 
tine". The reference to a U.S. emissary 
appeared to be an attack on special envoy 
Philip Habib, who is trying to reach a settle- 
ment between Israel and the PLO and its 
allies. The Soviet media have repeatedly 
accused him of working purely in Israel's 
interests.

Reagan plays 
butcher 9 s role 

LONDON. JulyS(AFP) - U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan is playing a butcher's role in 
Lebanon, according to Farouk Kaddoumi, 
chief of the political department of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization. 

Kaddoumi said in a TV interview Tuesday 
night that the PLO has rejected Reagan's 
offer to evacuate the commandos from 
Beirut. “It is ironic for the real butcher, who 
is Reagan, to become a saviour of the Palesti- 
nians,” Kaddoumi said in a BBC telecast. 

Under no circumstances will the PLO 
make peaceful negotiated withdrawal from 
Beirut, he was asked. 

Kaddoumi replied: “I don't say this. We 
said that multi-national forces under the 
banner of United Nations should come and 
then the disengagement should take place. 
And the U.N. Secretary General would take 
care of that, not the Americans, because we 
don't trust the Americans,"

As hundreds take ill 

Israelis, Palestinians exchange fire 


BEIRUT. July 8 (Agencies) — Artillery 
exchanges between Israeli and Palestinian 
forces resumed Thursday in suburbs south of 
here. The official Lebanese radio accused the 
Israelis of breaking an existing ceasefire by 
firing on El Souloum. Lailaki. Bourj Baraj- 
neh and the area adjoining the international 
airport. 

The Israeli barrage was countered by 
Palestinian troops aided by their Lebanese 
nationalist allies. 

Flames lit up the Beirut skyline late into 
Wednesday night after an evening of artillery 
and rocket exchanges between commandos 
and Israeli forces. As the fighting flared, 
Lebanese and Palestinian leaders held urgent 
talks on the U.S. offer to send troops to help 
to evacuate the commandos from Beirut. No 
progress appeared to have been made in 
these and other diplomatic contacts on the 
central problem causing deadlock in efforts 
to end the month-long fighting. 

The Soviet embassy and commercial office 
in West Beirut were hit by Israeli shells for 


the second night running Wednesday night 
and one person was wounded, the official 
news agency Tass said in Moscow. It said five 
shells hlt'the commercial office causing serious 
damage and starting a fire, but gave no details 
concerning embassy damage or the single 
casualty. The agency charged Israeli forces 
with using cluster and phosphorous shells. 

Despite this, there are few immediate signs 
of the Israeli troops, tanks and guns which are 
surrounding Palestinian-held West Beirut 
with a ring of steel, reportedly ready to smash 
Palestinian resistance at any moment. Away 
from the Mediterranean coast, in a journey 
from the airport south of Beirut to the moun- 
tains. all that can be seen of the massive 
Israeli presence is i few pieces of artillery 
used to shell West Beirut. 

But the scene changes along the coast 
itself, on the four-lane highway running into 
Beirut, for here there is a long column of 
tanks being greased and oiled. 

Meanwhile, food in West Beirut will last 
only two or three days and hundreds of peo- 


ple there are seriously ill from drinking con- 
taminated water, a group of Lebanese jour- 
nalists in Beirut was quoted Wednesday as 
saying in Athens. The Greek news agency 
ANA published what it said was an appeal by 
an unnamed group of Lebanese newsmen in 
West Beirut. 

“There is no water, electricity or telephone 
communication. Food will scarcely last 
another two or three days, and water from 
wells that have burst in the middle of the 
street has sent hundreds of people to hospi- 
tal.” the appeal said. 

Lebanon’s High Commission for Relief has 
stopped distributing food in West Beirut, and 
will have to cut back rations in other parts of 
the country if the flow of international aid is 
not increased, a commission official said 
Wednesday. Sheikh Madhi Sadek said in an 
interview that, while there were still 200-3.00 
tons of food in the commission's warehouses 
in West Beirut, distribution had beenhalied 
because most of the HCR staff had fifed the 
Palestinian -con trolled half of the city. 


Soviets hint at accepting on-site arms check 


LONDON, July 8 (R) - The Soviet 
Union, in what could be a significant policy 
shift, has hinted it may be ready to allow 
foreign inspectors into Soviet territory to 
check that agreed arms cuts are carried out. 

Western defense experts, intrigued by 
low-key signals recently emanating from 
Moscow, say the hints could mean Soviet 
leaders want (o speed up current disarma- 
ment negotiations. If Moscow agrees to 
accept on-site inspection, it would be a big 
breakthrough in nearly 30 years of Western 
efforts to secure reliable policing of arms con- 
trol agreements. 

President Reagan warned when U.S.- 
Soviet Strategic Arms Talks reopened last 
week that the “American people will not 
accept (a new) agreement unless it is equal 
and verifiable.” Western diplomats are 
uncertain whether (be Soviet hints should be 
taken seriously. 

But they believe the Kremlin may be 
reconsidering its long-time refusal to accept 
on-site inspection because the United States 
is now taking a much tougher line on the 
whole question of verification. 

Policing of the SALT missile limitation 
agreements in 1972 and 1979 was left to 
“national technical means” of verification, 
basically regular checks by high-flying spy 
satellites. Moscow, with a long tradition of 
military secrecy, refused to accept foreign 
observers, insisting the spy satellites, elec- 
tronic surveillance and sensor and radar 
checks were enough to ensure compliance. 

President Leonid Brezhnev, in an inter- 
view last autumn, upheld national means of 
detection as “better suited to the interests of 
a state's security,” but conceded" some othet 
forms of control might be worked out, given 
confidence.” This was barely noticed until 
two developments in June suggested it may 
have been more than just a throwaway 
remark, r 


First, Georgy Arbatov, an influential 
Brezhnev adviser, joined 15 other members 
of the independent commission on disarma- 
ment in recommending on-site inspection in 
certain cases. Soon afterward. Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Gromyko offered to put part of 
the Soviet civilian nuclear power network 
under international supervision, something 
Moscow had resisted since the global Nuclear 
Non-Proliferation Treaty was signed in 1968. 

Putting Soviet installations under the 
watchdog control of the U.N. International 
Atomic Energy Agency would provide the 
same safeguards accepted voluntarily by the 
U.S. and Britain. Gromyko also told a U.N. 
disarmament session the Soviet Union was 
Teady to sign a convention banning chemical 
weapons, to include "on-site verification on 
an agreed basis.” 

Western diplomats agreed both the 
Arbatov and Gromyko moves must mean 
something, although they were not sure what. 
Arbatov, director of Moscow’s Institute of 
the U.S. and a member of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party's Central Committee, was the 
only Soviet representative on the private dis- 
armament study group chaired by Swedish 
ex-Prime Minister Olof Palme. 

The group proposed a nuclear-free zone 
starting with Central Europe "to include a 
limited number of on-site inspections" if 
requested by the governments involved. 
Similar verification was called fox in a parallel 
zone free of chemical weapons. 

While the proposals lacked official stand- 
ing," Arbatov would hardly have signed them 
without the approval of the Soviet govern- 
ment,” a senior British arms expert said. 

U.S. and other Western government anal- 
ysts are assessing whether the Soviet hints 
represent a real reversal of policy, a tactical 
switch, or a realization that new arms control 
accords may be unattainable without cast- 
iron verification. The Reagan administration. 


when it turned sour on SALT II, argued the 
agreement was “fatally flawed” partly 
because missile limits could not be checked 
on the ground. 

New U.S.-Soviet Strategic Arms Talks 
opened in Geneva June-29, with a warning by 
U.S. negotiator Edward Rowny that "we're 
not going to bring back a treaty that’s not 
verifiable.” Rowny quoted opinion polls 
showing most Americans wanted a new arms 
treaty but also that 82 percent of those ques- 
tioned “don't trust the Russians." 

Some Western analysts believe the Soviet 
moves may be part of an image-polishing 
exercise intended to show West European 
and U.S. peace movements that Moscow is 
reasonable. “It's too early to say what this 
means in negotiating terms” a researcher at 
the London-based International Institute for 
Strategic Studies said. “It’s certainly worth 
pursuing." 

Other officials say Moscow has nothing to 
lose by hinting its policy has changed, and 
that the real crunch will come only when U.S. 
and Soviet negotiators get down to details. 
Soviet readiness to accept new forms of 
monitoring will be tested when they discuss 
such problems as how to measure the “throw 
weight” or destructive punch of new missiles. 

U.S. experts say spy satellites will not be 
enough to pin down controls on megatonnage 
or whether pilotless cruise missiles are carry- 
ing conventional or nuclear warheads. They 
say there may be a halfway solution in what 
are called "cooperative measures.” although 
both sides should have the right to call for 
on-site inspection if they suspect cheating. 

Cooperative measures avoid the physical 
presence of foreign inspectors but could 
involve electronic “black boxes” to be sited 
on Soviet territory to check missile testing 
telemetry, with results available to American 
specialists.

Zia calls on big powers 
to force Israeli pullout

ISLAMABAD, July 8 (Agencies) — 
Pakistani President Muhammad Zia-Ul-Haq 
has sent strongly- worded telegrams to the 
leaders of the five permanent United Nations 
Security Council members calling on them to 
force Israel to withdraw immediately from 
Lebanon. 

A foreign ministry spokesman said the 
ambassadors of the United States, the Soviet 
Union. Britain. China and France were also 
called in by Foreign Minister Yaqub Khan 
and told personally that there was growing 
indignation in Pakistan at Israeli actions. 
Authoritative sources said Pakistan had 
offered to send a top-level military delega- 
tion to Syria to see if it conld help the tense 
situation in the region with militar y assis- 
tance. Syria had not replied so far to the offer. 

Pakistan was in contact with the Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red Cross (ICRQ 
about reports that 58 Pakistanis were being 
held by the Israelis as supporters of the Pales- 
tinian commandos, the source said. In identi- 
cal telegrams to President Reagan. Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev. British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, Chinese Pre- 
mier Zhao Zjyaag and French President 
Francois Mitterrand. President Zia said 
Israel must be stopped from pursuing what he 
called its genocidai war in Lebanon. 

“The primary responsibility to curb Israel 
rests with the permanent members of the 
Security Council, particularly the superpow- 
ers, who have the ability and resources to do 
so." the telegrams said. President Zia said 
thousands of Arab and Palestinian men, 
women and children had been massacred and 
hundreds of thousands left homeless by the 
Israeli drive to the outskirts of the Lebanese 
capital. 

“West Beirut, totally surrounded by the 
Israeli army, is being systematically reduced 
to rubble and its entrapped people face death 
by starvation and disease,'' he said. 

Most Pakistani newspapers have criticized 
the U.S. for its support of Israel and opposi- 
tion political parties have called demonstra- 
tions over Lebanon for this Friday. Pakistani 
lawyers have called for diplomatic and 
economic relations with the U.S. to be 
broken off over the events in Lebanon. 

In Karachi, pictures of President Reagan 
aad Israeli Prime Minister Men ahem Begin 
were burned at a pro-Palestinian rally Wed- 
nesday night, eye-witnesses said. They said 
youths first beat the pictures with their shoes 4 


and 'then set them ablaze before riot police 
broke up-the rally and arrested five persons. 
The rally. , attended by about 600 persons, 
-was called by some labor leaders in support of 
Palestinians resisting the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) representative in Karachi Bassem 
AbdpL Rahman, earlier told the crowd to 
. “fire (at) Americans” and “bombard Ameri- 
can missions" for the U.S. support of Israel. 

- Algeria in the meantime has for an 
emergency meeting of foreign ministers of 
rionafigned nations to discuss the situation in 
Lebanon, according to the Algerian news 
■agency. 

Cuba, India, Yugoslavia and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization already have been 
contacted by Algerian officials, AJgerie Press 
Service reported Wednesday nigh t The 
. agency said the PLO suggested the .meeting 
be held in Algiers, but did not specify any 
date. . 

•• Meanwhile, a UJN. press release said in 
Amman Wednesday that at least 47,000 
Palestinian refugees living south of Beirut are 
homeless as a result of the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon. The release, issued by the U.N. 
Relief and Works Agency for Palestine 
Refugees (UNRWA), said this was the 
number known to have lost homes in camps. 

. It added there had been no estimate so far of 
Palestinian refugees living outride camps. 

UNRWA said the number included about 
12,000 refugees who lived in and around 
Damour. The others were from refugee 
camps near Si don and Tyre. The agency said 
thousands of houses in the camps had been 
destroyed, including 1,000 damaged during 
Israeli bpmbing in July 1981 which UNRWA 
had just helped repair. Most of the newly- 
homeless refugees were still in the area, living 
in orange groves, schools or abandoned 
buildings, it said. 

Several thousand refugees had fled north 
to the Bekaa Valley and to the Tripoli and 
' Beirut areas, it added. 

India. has sent a medical team to help the 
PLO inLebanoo, External Affairs Minister 
P.V. Narasimha Rao told parliament Wed- 
nesday. Rao was asked if India had raised its 
voice against the Israeli invasion of Lebanon. 

He said in a written reply that India had 
co-sponsored a resolution adopted recently 
by an emergency session of the U.N. General 
Assembly demanding Israefs immedia te

Israeli hand seen behind car bombs 


BEIRUT, July 8 (R) — Three men who 
planted cai bombs that killed over 50 persons 
in West Beirut last month told a press confer- 
ence Wednesday their missions were pre- 
pared by an Israeli officer and rightwing 
Lebanese Christian militias. 

The three men, from the South Lebanese 
bordei strip controlled by the Israeli-backed 
militias of Maj. Saad Haddad, said they were 
threatened and intimidated into driving the 
bombs into West Beirut. Two of them were 
members of the Haddad militias. 

The news conference was arranged by a 
joint security committee made up of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO), 
Lebanese nationalists and the Amal organiza- 
tion, all bitter enemies of the rightist militias. 
Two of the men had facial wounds and black 
eyes. 

Two bombs exploded June 25 in a seafront 
area of Beirut, demolishing several houses 
and burying whole families under the rubble. 
The third was defused when the driver gave 


himself up. The men said the operation was 
arranged by an Israeli officer codenamed 
Abou Al-Jabal. a right-wing member of the 
Pbalangist party called Elie Qurdahi and a 
Haddad militiaman named as Aqei Hashe. 

The bombings were part of a series which 
began soon after Israeli invasion forces 
reached Beirut and were apparently intended 
to frighten civilians out of Palestinian and 
nationalist-held West Beirut. Truck driver 
Hussein Sayyed and Haddad militiamen 
Yahya Samhat and Hussein Jaber said the 
Israelis supervised the operation, with major 
Haddacf s men doing the recruitment and the 
Phalangists providing the cars. The organiz- 
ers threatened to punish their families in 
South Lebanon if they refused to go through 
with the mission. 

Hussein Jaber said he panicked under 
questioning at a Palestinian checkpoint and 
later revealed the identity of his two accomp- 
lices. The joint security committee conducted 
the investigation into the bombings and will 
later hold a court martial.

Afghan rebels want arms urgently 


NEW YORK, July 8 (AP) - Afghan 
rebels battling Soviet forces in Afghanistan 
are running out of supplies and the resistance 
is in urgent need of substantia] amounts of 
outside help, a rebel leader says. 

- Hassan Gafiani, commander-in-chief of 
the National Islamic Front, one of the largest 
Afghan commando groups, said in an inter- 
view here Wednesday that the anti-Marxist 
forces are running out of food, clothing and 
weapons. Gailani, who said he was in the 
United States on vacation but was using the 
occasion to appeal for help for his group, said 
the NIF has 150,000 troops — many more 
men than guns to arm them with. He said the 
rebels are not getting any military aid from 
any Western nation and that they fight mainly 
with weapons seized from Soviet and Afghan 
regular troops. 

The Afghan government says the rebels 
are being armed by foreign powers and 
receive military training in Afghan refugee 
camps in Pakistan. An estimated 2.5 million 
Afghans have fled to Pakistan since the 
December 1979 Soviet military intervention 
iu Afghanistan, according to Pakistani fig- 
ures. The Soviet government says it inter- 
vened fo help quell a Western- supported 
rebellion against the Marxist government in 
Kabul. 


"We will not be able to keep fighting for 
more than three years unless we get arms and 
supplies from abroad," he said. "Our people 
wfli get tired and dispirited. You can t ask a 
human being to go on fighting under these 
conditions forever..." Gailani said the rebels 
urgently need surface-to-air missiles to fight 
Soviet helicopter gunships, which he said are 
the Soviets’ most effective weapon. "These 
helicopters fire rockets and heavy 
machineguns, and we have only old .303 
(Kee Enfield) and Soviet-made AK-47 
(Kalashnikov) rifles to defend ourselves from 
them." 

Gailani said the rebels don’t have any 
communications equipment with which to 
coordinate their actions. " We have to com- 
municate through messengers, and some- 
times it takes us one month to get a message 
to another part of the country he said. 

The food shortages are resulting in part 
because Soviet troops are burning wheat 
crops in towns suspected of harboring rebels, 
and then attributing the destruction to the 
rebels, he said.* 4 Afterward, the Afghan gov- 
ernment comes in with truckloads of free 
foodstuffs for everybody, as a way to gain the 
people's sympathies," he said.

OAU mini-summit planned 
on Western Sahara issue 


NAIROBI. July 8 (Agencies) — An organ- 
ization of African Unity mini-summit on the 
Western Sahara problem is planned for the 
end of this month before the main summit 
opens in Tripoli, a Kenyan Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said Thursday. 

The spokesman said that Kenyan President 
and outgoing OAU Chairman Daniel Arap 
Moi had invited beads of state in the organ- 
ization's Wesiern Sahara implementation 
committee — Guinea, Kenya, Mali. Nigeria, 
Siena Leone, Sudan and Tanzania — to the 
meeting. Foreign Minister Robert Ouko bad 
also recently visited Guinea. Mali, Nigeria 
and Siena Leone to discuss the plan with 
their respective presidents, the spokesman 
added. 

The official stressed that the meeting was 
to discuss the problem of Western Sahara, 
where Morocco is fighting volunteers of the 
Polisario Front, and cot the problem of the 
admission to the OAU of the Sahrawi Arab 
Democratic Republic (SADR) proclaimed 
by the front. 

Already Gambia, Gabon, Guinea, 
Morocco and Senegal have said they will not 
attend the Tripoli summit if the SADR is 
given a seat, and observers said the mini- 
summit could ease this problem. 

The implementation committee was set up 
during last year's Nairobi summit to apply the 
OAU resolution that a ceasefire and referen- 
dum on the future of the Western Sahara 


should be organized. At its last meeting in 
February, the committee decided on a policy 
of "shuttle diplomacy at the highest leveF' 
between the warring sides, as Morocco 
refuses to negotiate directly with the 
Polisario, accusing Them of being Algerian or 
Mauritanian mercenaries. 

But the whole policy was upset a week later 
when the SADR was allowed to attend an 
OAU meeting. The move split the pan- 
African body, with Morocco and its suppor- 
ters alleging that it was illegal. 

Meanwhile, Egypt has said it will not 
attend the Tripoli summit next month 
because it has no diplomatic relations with 
Tripoli, Kenyan newspapers reported Thurs- 
day. They said Egyptian Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Boutros Ghali was in Nairobi 
Wednesday wiih a message for Arap Moi. 

Ghali said that Egypt's decision not to 
attend the summit had nothing to do with the 
admission to the body of Polisario Front. 

Libya has not invited the Chad govern- 
ment, which seized power last month, to the 
summit iu Tripoli, a Chad minister was 
quoted as saying Wednesday. 

Chad Foreign Minister Idriss Miskine told 
reporters that the government of Hisseoe 
Habre, whose forces captured N'Djamena, 
the capital, earlier this month, wanted to 
attend the Aug. 5-8 OAU talks but had not 
been invited, the Kenya News Agency 
(KNA) reported. 


EEC chief raps verdict on Ecevit 


STRASBOURG, France, July 8 (R) — 
European Commission President Gaston 
Thorn has condemned a Turkish court deci- 
sion to jail former Prime Minister Bulent 
Ecevit. 

Thorn said in a statement that the sentence 
Tuesday on Ecevit "pui in question the pro- 
cess of return to a pluralistic democracy, of 
fundamental importance to the commission 
in its relations with Turkey.” Ecevit was 
jailed for rwo months and 27 days for defying 
a military decree which bans former politi- 
cians from making public statements. 

Officials at the Common Market commis- 
sion said Thorn favored continuing a freeze 
on the community's aid program for Turkey, 
worth around $400 million over five years. 
The commission had suggested that around 
$75 million of the community's 1983 budget 
should be aDocated as aid to Ankara in the 
hope that T urkey's military authorities would 
speed up the promised return to democracy, 
officials said. 

But Ecevit's sentence confirmed fears that 
Turkey was dragging its feet over the time- 
table. and it was now likely that the cash would 


be frozen, they said. 

Danish Foreign Minister Kjeld, current 
president of the community's council of 
ministers, said he felt that the conditions for a 
resumption of Common Market aid had not 
been fulfilled. Last year, the community 
withheld about $80 million allocated for 
Ankara under a financial protocol because of 
its record on human rights. 

The Turkish military government has 
committed itself to holding free elections of 
autumn 1983 or the spring of 19S4 at the 
latest. A mew constitution is due to be sub- 
mitted to a Referendum in Turkey in early 
November. The European Parliament has 
begun to debate a resolution on Turkey, with 
members of the powerful Socialist group 
seeking further sanctions against Ankara. 

Danish member of parliament Ove Fick 
Wednesday accused the Turkish military 
government of blocking bis access to opposi- 
tion leaders during his fact-finding mission to 
Turkey last week. He said the military 
authorities had warned opposition leaders, 
including Ecevit, that they faced possible 
reprisals if they talked to him.

election law change 


COLOMBO. Sri Lanka. July S (AP) — 
The Sri Lanka cabinet approved far reaching 
changes jo the country's election law fueling 
speculation that President Junius Jayewar- 
dene will call an early presidential election. 

Jayewardene. 75. can remain in office till 
February 1984, but there has been specula- 
tion in recent weeks that he would like to call 
an early presidential election before the 
scheduled parliamentary election in July 
1 y-S3 to take advantage of the opposition’s 
current inability to field a credible candidate 
against him. 

"If he wins a presidential election any time 
this year, it will be very difficult to dislodge 
the ruling United National Party from power. 
Our people tend to say. hanah for the win- 
ning side’ and a Jayewardene victory at an 
early presidential election will be a signal to 
the voter that the UNP is on top” a senior 
minister said. 

The present constitution rules out an early 
presidential election and the proposed 
changes to the election law. which tightens 
current provisions, will not permit former 
Prime Minister Sirimao Bandatanaike to 
campaign for candidates of her Sri Lanka 
Freedom Party (SLFP) without risking their 
disqualification. 

Mrs. Bandaranaike was stripped of her 
civic rights in October 1980 and cannot run 
for any election for a 7-year period. Under 
the present law she is also precluded from 
campaigning for candidates after nomination 
day for an election. But her lawyers have 
been examining ways and means of getting 
over this disability or defying it. 

There was no immediate opposition reac- 
tion to the proposed chances but informal 
comments from opposition sympathizers 
suggested that they consider the changes to 
be designed to help the UNP and load the 
dice against them. Opposition sources said 
their lawyers will have to examine whether 
Jcyewardene will have to win the country’s 
approval for the changes 


Jayewardene met members of opposition 
parties represented in parliament after his 
cabinet approved his proposed changes to 
convey this decision to them. 

Mrs. Bandaranaike’ s party was not rep- 
resented at this although Mairripala 
Senanayake. her former deputy who had 
broken away for her and claims the SLFP, 
attended. 

Some of the other changes announced 
enable MPs of all parties to participate in the 
forming of a government 'for the purpose of 
assuring a stable government.” This is not 
permitted currently and MPs crossing over 
are liable to lose their seats. Their parties can 
nominate their successors without any by- 
election. 

Mrs. Bandaranaike has gone on the record 
saying that there is no former minister of ber 
party acceptable to all sections of the country. 
This is an implied admission that other than 
for her, tbe SLFP cannot field a credible can- 
didate against Jayewardene. 

The former prime Minister, now campaign- 
ing vigorously for her party countrywide, 
freely alleges that the government is afraid of 
her and has repeatedly challenged Jayewar- 
dene to enable her to run for election. 

“Though the constitution gives the presi- 
dent the right to pardon anybody whose civic 
rights have been taken away. Jayewardene 
has said that Mrs. Bandaranaike, who was 
disenfranchised on the finding of a 5-judge 
commission that she had abused power while 
in office, has not reformed.” He therefore 
does not intend pardoning her, he has said. 

The former prime minister also says that 
she does not intend seeking the president’s 
pardon. 

The election law changes also revamps the 
new proportional representation electoral 
system under which the ballot papers will 
only carry the names of parties and their 
symbols. MPs will be chosen by the parties 
from candidate lists they have made public 
according to their own rules. 


Mitterrand in Hungary 

East- West dialogue sought 


BUDAPEST. July 8 (Agencies) — French 
President Francois Mitterrand and Hun- 
garian Communist Party leader Janos Kadar 
called for a restoration of the East-West 
dialogue. 

Mitterrand, here on a two-day official visit, 
his first trip as president to a Communist 
country, said France wished to restore " a true 
coexistence." “France wants to preserve the 
necessary balance because any imbalance can 
lead to war.” he said at an official banquet 
after his arrival Wednesday. 


Russian told to halt 
peace group activities 


' MOSCOW. July 8 (R) — A founding 
member of an unofficial Soviet peace group, 
Sergei Batovrin. has been given an ultimatum 
by police to halt his activities or face prosecu- 
tion for alleged speculation, his wife said. 

Natalya Batovrin told Reuters that her 
husband was taken Tuesday from his Moscow 
apartment, where he has been under virtual 
house arrest, and interrogated by police. “He 
was told he would be charged with specula- 
tion unless he agreed to renounce his mem- 
bership of the group and denounce it. He 
refused." she said. 

Batovrin, a 25 -year-old freelance artist, 
was later taken back to his flat where police 
continued to turn away visitors, she said. 
Batovrin, who announced the formation of 
the “Group for the Establishment of Trust 
Between the USA and the USSR" on June 4, 
said he would begin a hunger strike in the 
next few days against what he described as 
police harassment. 

The group has advanced proposals 
designed to improve contacts between the 
superpowers and promote mutual trust. The 
authorities have denounced the group as 
insincere and suggested to Western reporters 
that its members seek publicity only to 
further their chances of emigration. 


The French leader said that while he rec- 
ognized ‘the obvious differences between the 
French and Hugarian positions, be hoped 
dialogue could “overcome these contradic- 
tions." Kadar stressed the importance of a 
visit which he said went beyond the context of 
bilateral relations, adding he was confident 
such a meeting between East and West would 
be useful. 

Mitterrand reaffirmed France’s attach- 
ment to “a positive outcome” of the 35-state 
European - Security Conference due to 
resume in November in Madrid. Such" a 
forum could not be replaced, he said. 

The two leaders also welcomed the 
resumption of talks between the United 
States and the Soviet Union over strategic 
arms reductions in Geneva. During his 
Hugarian visit, the first by a French head of 
state. Mitterrand will have two rounds of 
talks with Kadar, who visited France in 
November 1 978. 

Kadar spoke of the visit as a “ meeting bet- 
ween East and West,” but President Mitter- 
rand noted that cooperation between the two 
blocs, such as that provided by the Helsinki 
Accord, could be furthered only if Helsinki 
itself proved fully successful, notably as con- 
cerns human rights. 

While Kadar criticized the “efforts" of 
some parties — by implication the United 
States — to “start a sort of boycott, a com- 
mercial war." Mitterrand rejected “all ideas 
of domination. Neither commercial war. nor 
cultural war. nor war itself," Mitterrand said. 

Mitterrand, accompanied by Foreign 
Minister Claude Cheysson, Industry and 
Research Minister Jean-Pie rre Chevene- 
ment. Foreign Trade Minister Michel Jobert 
and Culture Minister Jack Lang, was earlier 
met at the airport by Kadar, Presidential 
Council President Pal Losonczi and Foreign 
Minister Frigyes Puja. 

President Mitterrand was then taken to 
Budapest's Kosfeth Square for an official 
welcome ceremony.

S. Africa intends to reduce hostility 


SAN SALVADOR. July 8 (AFP) — Some 
500 Honduran soldiers were seen Monday in 
the Salvadoran village of Jaoteca in the bor- 
der province of Morazan. the underground 
radio of Salvadoran guerrillas reported. 

Radio Venceremos said several other 
groups of soldiers from neighboring Hon- 
duras were also seen ‘“by peasants" in the 
nearby 1 village of Corinto. Morazan, 120 
kilometers east of the capital, in a stronghold 
of guerrillas fighting the Salvadoran govern- 
ment. 

Their main grouping, the Farabundo Marti 
National Liberation Front (FMNLF). has 
been charging for tbe last week that Hondu- 
ran troops have crossed into Salvadoran ter- 
ritory to join in the fight against the guerrilla 
opposition. Both the Honduran and Salvado- 
ran governments have denied this. 

The Honduran military, however, has con- 
firmed that it concentrated troops along 
Honduras' border with El Salvador following 
the guerrilla offensive in Morazan province 
last month. 

Radio Venceremos. meanwhile, broadcast 
an interview with Salvadoran Defense Minis- 
ter Col. Adolfo Castillo, who was taken pris- 
oner in Morazan on June 1 7. He said he was 
well treated and that his rights were 
respected. 

CoL Castillo said he had met some 30 other 
government troops held prisoner. The 
FMNLF has said ft is holding 43 soldiers pris- 
oner in Morazan. The radio added that guer- 
rillas kille d 13 soldiers in various operations 
across the country Sunday and Monday. The 
Salvadoran Army, meanwhile, said 15 “sub- 
versives’' were killed Monday in the northern 
province of Chalarenango.

In a surprise move last month. Cooperation 
and Development (black affairs) Minister Piet 
Koomhof announced that two eastern border 
areas were to be ceded to Swaziland. 

The move, and its suddenness, provoked 
an immediate storm of protest from inhabit- 
ants of the two areas, opposition politicians, 
white fanners and. particularly, the powerful 
Zulu nation. It was from the Zulus, fierce 
opponents of ruling whites during a series of 
19th century wars, that the large piece of land 
— Ingwavuma — was to be taken. 

Ingwavuma. a 1.200 square mile block of 
land bordered by eastern Swaziland and 
southern Mozambique, forms the northeast- 
ern comer of Natal province and for the past 
10 years has been part of the Zulu tribal 
homeland of Kwazulu. 

It was to a hostile ’ legislature in. the 
'Kwazulu bapitaf ' of 'UTundi that Kobrnhof 
rira'de the announcement ofthe transfer after 
Zulu leader chief Gatsha Buthelezi refused to 
accept tbe derision in a private meeting in 
Ope Town. 

Ingwavuma. and the other area involved, 
Kangwane. have been claimed by Swaziland 
as part of the traditional Swazi kingdom for 
nearly a century. Kangwane is a 600 square 
mile area set aside by the government for 
Africans of the Swazi tribe under its policy of 
allocating separate national homelands for 
each of the major tribes. 

It is made up of two divided pieces of ter- 
ritory in eastern Transvaal province cutting 
an arc across Swaziland's northern border 
through citrus and sugar cane country to the 
Mozambique border. Together, the two areas 
would increase Swaziland’s size by about 25 
percent and give : ’ the land-locked 
kingdom access to the sea with a potential 
port at Kosi Bay just below Mozambique. 

But government efforts to cany out tbe 
transfer, negotiated during months of private 
meetings with Swazi officials, have run into a 
number of snags. Two separate proclama- 
tions by state President Marais Vfljoen 
removing Ingwavuma from Kwazulu and put- 
ting it in the hands of Koomhof s department 


as a prelude to handing the area to Swaziland 
were quashed by the Natal province Supreme 
Court 

In one of the most intense legal disputes in 
this country since the National Party came to 
power in 1948, tbe government suffered its 
third legal rebuff over the issue when the 
court this week ordered Cooperation and 
Development Department officials out of 
Ingwavuma and refused the state leave to 
appeal. 

Another court battle looms in the Trans- 
vaal province Supreme Court on July 20, 
when Kangwane officials will challenge the 
validity of a proclamation dissolving their 
legislative assembly and appointing a gov- 
ernment official as administrator of die area. 

Defending the move. Koomhof said it will 
increase political and economic development 
in the two areas. Prime minister P.W. Botha 
has stated that the Swazi nation should not be 
divided by man-made borders and said the 
action was- part of The- government’s policy of 
maintaining good relations with its neigb- 
bors. -; - • •

CALCUTTA. India (AP) — Six heavily 
armed men stormed into a suburban bank 
branch here Wednesday and escaped with 
more than one million rupees ($109000) 
without firing a shot in India's richest bank 
robbery, the United News of India reported. 
The gunmen frightened and silenced the 
uank employees by brandishing an arsenal of 
weapons, locked most of them in the vault, 
and escaped with their loot in a waiting car.

BOGOTA, (R) — At least two persons 
were killed and i0 injured when prisoners 
rioted at the Bellavista Jail in the Colombian 
city of Medellin Wednesday, the directorate 
general of prisons said. Troops were called in 
to help quell the riot involving 300 inmates 
but some prisoners had barricaded them- 
selves into a prison gallery where they were 
believed to be holding several wardens hos- 
tage. the directorate said in a statement A 
police spokesman said the trouble started 
when a group of left-wing detainees were 
being moved after an escape plan was disco- 
vered. 


HAVANA. (R) — Raul Roa, former 
Cuban ambassador to the United Nations 
and foreign minister, died here Tuesday after 
a prolonged illness. He was 75. Roa. whose 
last official post was that of president of the 
Cuban National Assembly, was jailed for his 
part in the stru gg le to topple tbe Cuban dic- 
tator Gerardo Oachado and in 1935 was 
forced to flee to the United States. In June, 
1959, he became Cuban foreign minister. He 
had been a member of the central committee 
of the Cuban Communist Party since ft was 
formed in 1965. 

VALETTA, Malta (R) — Malta’s minister 
of labor and social services, Daniel Cremona, 
died Wednesday at the age of 58 after a long 
illness, state radio said. Cremona was a 
former president of the Malta Labor Party. 

PEKING. (AFP) — A group of 24 foreign

NANTES, West France (AFP) — Jacques 
Fournier, the new secretary-general of the 
French government, was hospitalized here 
after being seriously burned on his face and 
abdomen while trying to light a barbecue 
grill, an official source said Wednesday. 
Fournier was appointed to the highest 
administrative post at tbe prime minister’s 
office June 30. He was vacationing on the 
island of Yeu off France's west coast when 
the accident happened Tuesday night and 
was immediately flown by helicopter to the 
hospital here. Although his bums are serious, 
hospital sources said his life was not in 
danger. 

GOLDEN, Colorado (R) — A major eart- 
hquake Wednesday rocked an area of the 
South Pacific southwest of New Zealand, the 
U.S. Geological Survey reported. It said the 
quake, registering 7.1 on the Richter scale, 
was centered on Macquarie Island, about 800 
kilometers southwest of New Zealand and 
occurred at 1043 GMT. The agency said it 
bad no reports of damage or casualties. 

NEW DELHL (R) — A senior Indian gov- 
ernment official has suggested that a national 
laboratory be set up to study ways of protect- 
ing the Taj Mahal and other historic monu- 
ments from pollution. Tbe minister told a 
meeting of experts here that be had directed 
that observation posts be established to 
monitor the sulphur dioxide content of air 
near tbe Taj. Experts have expressed fears 
that fumes from a new oil re finely at Mathura 
might cause erosion to the gleaming white 
marble of the Taj, built 300 years ago as a 
monument to love.

Guatemala guerrillas 
kill 19 Indian peasants 


GUATEMALA CITY. July 8 ( AP) — A 
group of leftist guerrillas disguised as soldiers 
attacked a village in Guatemala's northwest- 
ern Quiche province and killed 19 Indian 
peasants, the army said Wednesday. 

An army statement said the attackers, 
“deceiving the population by wearing 
uniforms similar to those of the U.S. Army " 
entered the village of Chuchipaca. 91 miles 
northwest of the capital, on Tuesday and 
committed the massacre. 

It said the victims included seven women 
and three-children, one of them a baby two 
days old. Four guerrilla groups here have 
been fighting for power during the past four 
years, and an estimated 300 persons have 
been killed monthly in the violence. 

Gen. Efrain Rios Montt’s military regime 
declared a state of siege July 1 , warning that 
any guerrilla fighters caught will be tried by 
special military tribunals and shot. It also 
banned all political activity and declared 
press censorship, banning the publication of 
guerrilla communiques.

The England pair had 
added 144 for tbe fourth-wicket when stumps 
were drawn. 

With England one-up, India bad to score 
an early breakthrough in its quest to square 
tbe three-match series. Madanlai put down a 
difficult caugbt-and-bowled chance from 
Chris Tavare, while Kapil Dev beat the bat of 
Tavare’s opening partner, Geoff Cook, three 
times m one over. But England went into 
lunch at 83 without loss. 

Shortly after lunch, India bowled them- 
selves back into the match with two quick 


wickets. First Cook was caught' by Ravi SBas- 
tri at raid-off for 50 off change-bowler San- 
deep Patil with the score on 96, and without 
any addition to the total, Tavare was bowled 
off his pads by Kapil Dev for 37. 

But Lamb and David Gower put England 
back into the driving seat with a stand of 89, 
broken when Gower, who bad looked in 
sparkling form, casually dabbed at Sbastri 
outside his off-stump and was caught by wic- 
ketkeeper Kinuam for 47. England was then 
1 85 for 3. 

Sadly for India, whose bowlers had toiled 
valiantly in the hot sun, no more wickets were 
to fell. To add to their problems, skipper 
Sunil Gavaskar was taken to hospital after 
being hit on the leg while fielding close the 
wicket. A few yards from the bat at silly point, 
the Indian opener received tbe full impact of 
an lan Botham square cut off tbe bowling of 
Shastri and immediately left the-field.

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ISRAEL AND SCANDINAVIA 

Many countries of the West are now openly condemning Israel for 
capturing the Lebanese territory, torturing Lebanese and Palesti- 
nians and disallowing international medical and social organizations 
to exercise their humane task in Lebanon. Likewise, a number of 
Western organizations have complained about Israel's inhuman 
behavior and have demanded that Palestinian captives be given the 
prisoners-of-war treatment as envisaged in the Geneva Convention. 

The matter that engages one's attention here is that the Scandina- 
vian states (Sweden, Norway, Finland and Denmark) had tradition- 
ally supported Israel being impressed by the past German treatment 
against the Jews in Europe. But these very states today feel very 
much agitated against Israel, for it is continuously treating the 
Lebanese and Palestinians in a manner which is even worse than the 
German treatment of the Jews. 

In Norway, people still raise their fingers against the folly commit- 
ted four years ago when Israeli Premier Menahem Begin was 
awarded the Nobel Peace Prize, which was co-shared by Egypt's 
former President Anwar Sadat. Begin was awarded the international 
peace distinction at a time when he was dispatching his invading 
forces to an independent and sovereign country witfa no aim but to 
burn and cause destruction to everything wantonly. 

In Sweden, the former prime minister, Olaff Palme, has expressed 
bis concern and resentment over Israel's misdemeanor and Begin's 
rash actions. He bas even urged the world community to get united 
and strive to check the new savagery being perpetrated by Israel at 
the fag end of the 20th century. The Danes too are organizing 
popular rallies to coDect donations for the victims and to express their 
scorn of the Israeli invaders. 

All Scandinavians now remember and realize that it was Yitzbak 
Shamir who had killed Count Bemadot of Sweden on Sept. 17. 19*48, 
and that the Israelis are a rash and unruly people. Although 34 years 
late, the Scandinavians have at last put on their glasses to see the 
with their own eyes! .

Thursday's newspapers called 
for an Arab-international initia- 
tive to save Palestinians and 
Lebanese trapped in West Beirut 
and praised the Kingdom’s efforts 
to check the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon. 

Al-Bilad said Saudi Arabia was 
assuming its historic role ^“con- 
tain the deteriorating situation in 
Lebanon.” The paper noted that 
the Kingdom, out of its Arab 
responsibilities, bad highlighted 
before the Arabs and the rest of 
the world the importance of resol- 
ving the Lebanese crisis in a man- 
ner preserving Lebanon's 
sovereignty and unity. 

It said Israel would never 
respond to diplomatic efforts to 
solve the crisis but would with- 
draw from Lebanese territory if it 
faced “tough resistance.” 

Al-BUad warned that the 
Lebanese crisis could expand to 
involve other Arab regions and 
called for an immediate and col- 
lective Arab action to force Israel 
to withdraw from Lebanon. 

Okaz noted that the Kingdom 
bad been in constant touch with 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization (PLO) Chairman Yasser 
Arafat to“get acquainted with the 
needs of Palestinian fighters at this 
critical time.” 

The paper said the Kingdom's 
coordination with the Palestinian 
resistance movement had helped 
in“changing the West Beirut siege 
into a blockade for Israeli expan- 
sionist policy in the Middle East.' r 


Egypt trying 
to improve 
its Arab image

CAIRO — 

Estranged from most Arab states for making 
peace with Israel. Egypt is once again seeking to 
restore its image by tackling the Palestinian prob- 
lem. The latest drive centers on President Hosni 
Mubarak's offer to let the beleaguered Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) set up a 
govemment-in-exile in Cairo. Senior government 
officials say that from this base the PLO could start 
a dialogue with Israel. 

The officials say that such a dialogue, hitherto 
spurned by the PLO. now rem ains the only path 
which they can follow in view of their losses in 
Lebanon. “A Palestinian settlement sponsored by 
Egypt is the only way out short of suicide in West 
Beirut.” one political analyst said. 

But Egypt has not yet made dear whether the 
Palestinian-lsraeli dialogue should conform to the 
Camp David summit accords of 1978 on which the 
peace treaty between Egypt and Israel was based or 
whether it should follow some new formula arising 
from the Lebanon conflict. 

Tlie PLO has been boycotting the Egyptian- 
Israeli talks on autonomy for the Palestinians living 
in the West Bank and the Gaza Strip, saying they are 
aimed at perpetuating Israel's occupation of these 
areas. The talks are part of the Camp David pro- 
cess. 

“It does not matter now whether this dialogue 
takes place within the framework of Camp David or 
not.” Minister of State for Foreign Affairs Boutros 
Ghali told Reuters. " We are dealing with ' 1 the prob- 
lem pragmatically.” he said. 

Asked to comment on Egypt's offer to act as the 
host to a provisional Palestinian government, PLO 
official Said Kamal replied: ”We do not object to 
the idea in principle but we do not think the timiDg 
is suitable.” 

“As a commando organization we have the rec- 
ognition of more than . a hundred ! sovereign 
nations, so why should we take the trouble now of 
starting this all over again.” Kamal told Reuters in 
an interview. 

President Mubarak has said he was ready to let 
the PLO leadership in Cairo take up the political 
struggle. But he made dear he will not accept any 
armed Palestinians on Egyptian soil. 

But Kama! says the first step in this direction 
should be Washington's recognition of the right to 
self-determination for his people. “Only this could 
create a suitable atmosphere for mutual recognition 
between the Palestinians and Israel whicb could 
eventually lead to negotiations.” he added. 

The outcome of such negotiations could bring 
more problems, according to Sayed Yassin, director 
of the Center of Political and Strategic Studies. “In 
any negotiations a minimum of • equal footing is 
needed and that is something that certainly does not 
exist now between the Palestinians and the Israelis," 
Yassin said. 

Former Prime Minister Mustapha Khalil said in 
an interview published this week he did not think 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin would be 
disposed to make concessions following Israel’s 
invasion. “Why should he meet other parties half 
way? I believe Israel will be more intransigent in 
any future talks.” Khalil said. 

Khalil, who headed the Egyptian side in the early 
stages of the autonomy talks, said: “The invasion of 
Lebanon will make the Palestinians stay away not 
only from the autonomy negotiations but also from 
auy other future peace drive.” 

During more than three years of autonomy talks 
between Egypt. Israel and the United States, hardly 
any tangible progress was made. Israel insisted on 
limiting autonomy to purely local matters while 
Egypt and the U.S. sought greater powers for the 
Palestinians. (R) 
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It called for an Arab- 
international initiative at the_U.N. 
Security Council to “ save tbe lives 
of civilians in Lebanon and the 
Palestinian fighters in West Beirut 
who are suffering from lack of 
water and electricity.” 

Al-Afadhtah condemned the 
U.S. proposal to evacuate the 
Palestinians from West Beirut and 
said the offer emanated from 
Israel's” failure to drive the Pales- 
tinians out of Lebanon.” 

It said history had shown that all 
invaders had been defeated in the 
end."The invasion will be a histor- 
ical turning point in the region,” 
the paper added. 

Al -Yom deplored the American 
proposal and described it as part 
of a “psychological war by tbe 
enemy to demoralize the Palesti- 
nian fighters." 

Commenting on the Lebanese 
National Salvation Council's role 
in containing the crisis, Al -Jaz&rah 
said, “If the Arab role is to find a 
solution to the Lebanese crisis, 
then Lebanon's role should be to 
back this solution and announce 
its endorsement of efforts initiated 
by the Arab League Ministerial 
Committee in this connection.” 

The paper called on tbe Security 
Council to find a formula for 
national reconciliation in Leba- 
non and questioned the Lebanese 
army’s “neutral behavior 9 ' in the 
invasion of Lebanon. It urged 
Lebanon to assume an effective 
diplomatic and military role and 
support the joint Lebanese and 
Palestinian forces. (SPA)

WASHINGTON - 

Five earnest, attentive black people sat faring a 
panel of United States senators wearing much the 
same aspect of dogged concentration as tbey had 
displayed during the previous eight weeks half-a- 
mile away at the federal court-house throughout 
long days of bewildering testimony. 

The five had been members of the jury which 
provoked a firestorm of protest when, after four 
days' deliberation, they acquitted John W. Hinck- 
ley Jr. of 13 charges — including an attempt on 
President Reagan's life — on tbe grounds that he 
was insane. They had been summoned to Capitol 
Hill to give evidence which senators hope will help 
reform the law that had allowed Hinckley to be 
found “not guilty”. 

Because of their verdict, Hinckley, instead of 
receiving a probable sentence oflife imprisonment, 
could — technically at least — be released after 50 
days of psychiatric examination, should that deter- 
mine that he is now purged of the mad impulse that 
swept over him when he pumped six bullets toward 
Reagan and the presidential entourage.

U.S. blesses massacres

It is regrettable that America, claiming to be 
the defender of the people’s human rights, has now 
lost — perhaps forever — the credibility and trust of .

Which is crazier: U.S. justice or John Hinckley? 


an ass, is now convinced that it is a villain to boot. 

Politicians, seldom slow to scramble aboard the 
law and order bandwagon, outdid each other all 
week denounring a system that compels the pro- 
secution to prove that a defendant is sane rather 
than the defense to prove that he is mad. This is a 
requirement of tbe federal law, brought into play 
because shooting at a president is a federal offense. 

Had the victim been an ordinary citizen, Hinck- 
ley would have been tried under Washington D.C. 
law, and. with the burden of proof reversed, would 
almost certainly now be starting a long prison sen- 
tence. That's not the least of the irontes that have 
fueled tbe public's indignation. Immediately tbe 
verdict was in, black became wbite: it is now in tbe 
interests of the defense to prove that Hinckley is as 
sane as the next man, so that be gets an early 
release, while tbe prosecution must stress his 
dangerous craziness, so that no judge sees fit to let 
bim out in the near future. 

In practical terms, given tbe public furore, Hinck- 
ley is not going to walk free for many years, and 
both his parents and bis lawyers have said they will 
not seek his release until he is no longer a danger to 
himself and others, but tbe absurdities of the trial 
and tbe apparent injustice of tbe verdict, coming at 
a time of widespread concern over rising crime, are 
already providing impetus enough for the revision 
of insanity laws throughout the country. 

First it has to be said in defense of the jurors, who 
still looked shell-shocked when they lined up in the 
senate committee room three days after the verdict, 
that their collective decision was in accordance with 
the existing law and the evidence with which they 
were presented. It was a highly courageous act. and 
praised a such by several senators, when to have 
pandered to public sentiment and found Hinckley 
guilty would have been much more comfortable. 
“You were in for a world of hurt," said one senator. 

What made their judgment particularly surpris- 
ing was that it was commonly supposed that, as 
mainly working class people, 11 of whom were 
black, they would have bad little sympathy with 
either psychiatry or with tbe plight of a mixed-up, 
affluent wbite boy. 

In the middle of the trial a black taxi driver, who 
picked me up at tbe court, opined that tbe jury 
would find Hinckley guilty. Why? 1 asked. 
“Because they’re black, and they won’t believe in 
no wbite man’s magic,” he replied, alluding to 
psychiatry. 

He may well have been right about psychiatry, 
but wbat everyone bad overlooked was their com- 
mon humanity. At the very least Hinckley was a 
crazy, sad, lonely kid, who lived in a world of total 
fantasy with his dream of winning the love of a 
teenage film star he had never met by shooting a 
president with whose politics be largely agreed: it 
would have been very bard for anyone who sat 
through tbe painstaking dissection of his shambolic 
life to have honestly concluded that he was sane 
“beyond reasonable doubt.” 


Nonetheless, the verdict assaulted moral con- 
cepts of right and wiong by appearing to put tbe 
imprecisions of psychiatric testimony above the 
age-old certainties of the law. Hinckley not guilty? 

— The great American public has seen bim do the 
deed time and time again on TV. 

It was for this reason that the Senate Judiciary 
Subcommittee on Legal Reform invited tbe five 
jurors to appear before them and articulate why 
they arrived at their decision and what tbey felt was 
wiong with the system — two of the five had already 
expressed doubts over the outcome to the press — 
while their memories were fresh. One said he hadn’t 
been clear about the insanity law, two continued to 
voice doubts tbeir decision, and all five complained 
tbat tbe verdict tbey would have liked to bave 
brought in — “’guilty but insane” — had not been 
available. 

Spectators fell for them as they wrestled with 
fresh concepts of legal definition in another awe- 
inspiring environment, after their patient weeks in 
court coming to grips with the complexities of 
schizophrenia and inner psychotic rage. 

Tbeir perceptions — “none of the psychiatrists 
came to the same conclusions, so how could we tell 
what illness be had?” — were valid; their bewil- 
derment will be a force for reform. 

Although the Hinckley verdict belonged to a rare 
class — it is estimated tbat not more than 3,000 
people are in U.S. mental hospitals who have suc- 
cessfully pleaded “NGI" (not guilty because 
insane) — already tbe more conservatives states are 
rushing to abolish any kind of insanity defense. 

Idaho, where tbe law is being changed as the 
result of a local cause celebre, received 20 inquiries 
from other states in the first two days after the 
Hinckley verdict. A state public prosecutor encap- 
sulated the burgeoning public mood; “If s going to 
eliminate tbe old game of“lef ssee if we can con- 
fuse tbe jury.’’’ 

Civil libertarians and some public defenders fear 
that in tbe headlong rush to banish possible abuse, 
hopelessly mad defendants will wind up convicted 
as if responsible for their acts. An Adaho lawyer 
said; “I have basket cases, literally people who do 
not know what tbey are doing, and all these people 
are doing to go to prison." 

Tbe concern is tbat a legitimate defense will sim- - 
ply be written out of the law, so reversing ISO years 
of legal progress. 

Hinckley is now in the John Howard “pavilion" 
at St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, a sprawling complex of 
mainly Victorian buildings, in a seedy Washington 
neighborhood. He has his own room in the max-* 
imum security block, but spends most of the day- 
mixing with 24 other patients, mainly NGIs like 
himself. . . - 

It is not paradise — the poet Ezra Pound spent. 12 
years in the hospital after be had. been accused of 
making treasonable broadcasts for Mussolini — and 
bas attracted allegations of brutality and indtffer- - 
ence, though one psychiatrist- describes it as “a 


country club compared to a prison." 

Hinckley, who has spent the last 15 months 
largely answering questions posed by psychiatrists, 
will now be further assessed for another six weeks 
for the preliminary report that tbe court requires. 
Thereafter his freedom can be considered every six 
months if he so wishes. (ONS)

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Night worship

Ad important aspect of worship in 
Ramadan is night prayers. Indeed night 
prayers are not confined to the month 
of Ramadan; they may be offered any 
day throughout the year. They are, 
however, much more strongly recom- 
mended in Ramadan. Addressing the 
Muslims, the Prophet emphasized the 
importance of Ramadan and said, 
k ' Allah has commanded you to fast in 
this month and 3 am recommending to 
you the practice of night worship 
throughout the month.” 

Indeed night worship is an important 
part of Islamic worship. The compul- 
sory past of it is the final prayer of the 
day, Isha, which becomes due about 
one and a half hours after sunset and 
may be offered between that time and' 
midnight. Some peoplexnay also like to 
include the morning prayer, Fajr , 
which is offered between the breaking 
of dawn and sunrise. Others consider 
Fqjr to be a day prayer. 

In addition to this Muslims may, if 
they wish, spent part of the night, i.e. 
between the two prayers of JsAa and 
Fajr, in worship. This is a practice 
highly recommended and may be done 
at least once in a while. One may 
choose any form of worship: formal 
prayers, recitation of the Qur'an, prais- 
ing Allah tasbeety and repeating His 
name and praises and praying Him for 
whatever purpose one may wish. A 
combination of these forms of worship 
is also in order. 

Now, why night worship? Why does 
Allah want us to stay awake at night to 
pray to Him when, it may be argued, 
one would be better able to pray in the 
morning, having had a good night rest? 

To answer this question one has to 
remember certain facts: first, that at 
night, when everybody is last asleep, 
one tends to be more receptive to the 
inspiration of faith. Besides, what he 
does for the sake of Allah is bound to 
be pure of any shred of hypocrisy and 
pretence, since no one sees him. but 
Allah. Second, the Islamic nation has a 
great task to fulfill, namely, to convey 
the message of Islam to other people 
and to work hard in order to implement 
the Islamic code of living in practice. 
Third, man needs to combine intellec- 
tual conviction of one’s faith with for- 
mal actions which indicate the exis- 
tence of the conviction. 


Considering these facts the purpose 
of night worship becomes evident. It is 
m the first place a highly effective way 
in consolidating one’s faith and streng- 
thening one's direct relationship with 
his Creator. Islam is a highly persona] 
religion in the sense that it considers 
every individual responsible for his or 
her own salvation through their own 
• efforts. Hence, personal relationship 
with Alla his of paramount importance. 

Secondly, night worship is an excel- 
lent method of preparation of the Mus- 
lims to carry out their duty and deliver 
the Divine message to the rest of mank- 
ind. This . task should, theoretically 
speaking, 1 be easy and men should be 
able to listen to the Islamic message 
and . freely make up their minds on 
' whether to accept it or not. In practice, 
however, the advocates of Islam 
encounter all sorts of fierce opposition 
from various quarters which seek to 
protect their own privileges and inter- 
est which they enjoy at the expense of 
the masses. AH sorts of privileged 
. groups and bodies, from defenders of 
.social customs and traditions to dic- 
tators join in this opposition. They all 
see in Islam a movement which seeks to 
liberate mankind from all forms of ser- 
vitude to any body apart from Allah. In 
facing this opposition the advocates of 
Islam may have to endure pressures 
and hardships, ranging from the m3d 
ones in "free” societies to physical 
liquidation under dictatorial regimes. 

' Night worship prepares the advo- 
cates of Islam to face all that with 
patient perseverance. As their know- 
ledge of Allah increases and their faith 
in Him and relationship with Him 
become stronger the difficulties they 
face, in carrying out their mission, 
-decrease in significance. 

It is noteworthy that in the early days 
of Islam the Prophet and bis compan- 
ions were ordered to stay up and offer 
night worship every night. For a whole 
year; they did that, night after night 
until the order was finally relaxed. 
Night worship has since then become 
voluntary, though highly recom- 
mended, especially in Ramadan. The 
time one should spend in worship 
should, ideally, range from one third to 
Wo thirds of the night. Otherwise, any 
length of time one is able to spend m 
night worship is of value, even if it is 
limited to a few minutes only.

Our Dialogue 


Q. What is the position of Ahmadis and 
Qadiyanis in our religion of Islam? What is 
their effect on Islam?

A. It is a basic principle of our religion tbai 
the Prophet Muhammad (peace be on him! is 
the last in a long line of prophets and messen- 
gers sent to mankind. Allah has willed that 
His message, preached. by all the prophets, 
should come to its final and complete form so 
that we, human beings, would know what is 
required of us and what course of action we 
should follow in order to lead a happy life and 
achieve happiness in the here after. He, 
therefore, sent Muhammad with a message 
addressed to all mankind, not to the Arabs 
only. Allah Himself has guaranteed that the 
message, embodied m the Qur'an shall be 
preserved intact for the rest of time. 

These are basic principles of the faith of 
Islam. Any digression from any of them 
automatically removes the digressor from the 
Islamic fold. What this means, in effect, that 
anyone who believes in the message of the 
Prophet Muhammad but does not believe 
that he was the final prophet and that there 
shall be no more prophets after him is not a 
Muslim. Similarly, if someone believes that 
the Qur'an is a Divine book but does not 
believe that h is the complete and final mes- 
sage of AOafa is not a Muslim. 

The movement started in the last century in 
the city of Qadiyan in India by a man called 
Mina Ghulam Ahmad whose followers are 


known as Qadiyanis preached that the man 
himself was a prophet. It did not deny the 
prophet hood of Muhammad or the authentic- 
ity of the Qur'an. It sought to interpret the 
Qur'an in a new way which allowed for 
new prophets to appear from time to time. 
Thus the Qur'anic verse which states very 
dearly that Muhammad was the final 
prophet: "Muhammad is .... Allah's apostie 
and the seal of all Prophets” (33: 40) is inter- 
preted by them not to indicate the finality of 
the line of Prophets but as meaning that new 
prophets would carry the sea of Muhammad 
as an endorsement of their messages. This 
interpretation is little wonder that Qadryan- 
ism could not make any significant inroads in 
Arab countries. 

The Qadiyanis believe that Mirza Ghulam 
Ahmad is a prophet and a messenger sent by 
Allah. The Ahmadis look on him as a 
reformer. Yet they conform to the whole 
philosophy of the Qadiyanis, which is, as we 
have seen, alien to Islam. The division bet- 
ween Qadiyanis and Ahmadis is indeed an 
internal struggle for power within the move- 
ment Therefore, the two groups are judged 
by Muslims to be one in everything but name 
and the same ruling applies to both of them. 

There is unanimity among Muslim scholars 
that the Ahmadis and Qadiyanis are not Mus- 
lims: or. to use the Islamic term, they are 
Kafirs. ■ 

The two can have little effect on our relig- 
ion of Islam,. Tbey remain a sect which has 
gone beyond the boundaries of Islam. Over 
the centuries several movements of similar 
nature have appeared but were later to dis- 
appear leaving behind very little trace. 


When Dhamdham ibn Amrof Ghifar, the 
messenger sent by Abu Sufian ro Makkah 
seeking Quraish’s help to defend ihcir trade 
caravan delivered his message in the drama- 
tic manner related last week, a general feel- 
ing of anger spread among the Makkans. 
They were soon overtaken by a determina- 
tion to put an end to the threat posed by the 
Muslims in Madinah to their trade caravans. 
Everyone was saying: " Does Muhammad 
think that this caravan is as easy a target as 
was the caravan of ibn Al-Hadrami. He will 
be proved wrong.” (Ibn Al-Hadrami was 
the leader of the caravan the Muslims inter- 
cepted two months earlier. The episode was 
related in this column three weeks ago). 

Quraish, therefore, mobilized. A large 
army of 1,000 men was raised in no time. 
All men of distinction joined in. Those who 
could not go with the army in person sent 
other men In their place. To have an idea of 
(he pressures and motives for everyone who 
enjoyed any degree of honor among the 
Quraish to join the army we may give the 
example of Ummayyab ibn Khalaf of the 
Jomah clan. He was on friendly relations 
with Sa'ad ibn Mu'ath of the Ansar. Sa'ad 
had visited Makkah sometime before all 
these events took place where he was the 
guest of Ummayyah. He informed 
Ummayyah that the Prophet mentioned 
that he was to be killed. Now when Quraish 
mobilized, remembering th3t conversation, 
Ummayyah decided to stay behind. Learn- 
ing of his intention, a friend of his called Ua 
ball ibn Abu Mu' ait came with burning 
incense. He said to Ummayyah, “ You bet- 
ter smell this because you are a woman." 
Ummayyah replied, "Confound you and 
what you have done.” He then cot ready 
and joined the army. 

When the Quraish army had fully mobil- 
ized and started to move they received a 
new message from Abu Sufian to the effect 
that he succeeded in evading bis pursuers 
and the caravan was now safe. They might 
spare themselves the trouble of marching 
out to challenge the Muslims. 

The news was greeted with evident relief. 
Many of the Makkans wanted to demobil- 
ize. Abu Jahl, however, had the final say: 
"We will not go back, but we shall march on 
to Badr (which was a venue of an annual 
festivity for the Arabs) where we shall stay 
for three days to celebrate. We shall slaugh- 
ter camels for food, and feed whoever cares 
to come to us and shall be entertained by 
singers and dancers. The whole of Arabia 
shall hear about us and hold us in awe for 
the rest of time." 

Thus Abu Jahl wanted to demonstrate 
Quraish' s power and that it was able to 
defend itself and protect its caravan. Obvi- 


ously Abu Jahl was keenly aware of the 
morale boosting successes the Muslims 
were able to score against Quraish both 
militarily and psychologically. He therefore 
felt the need to stem the tide and counter- 
balance those successes and preserve Qura- 
ish's reputation as the main tribe of Arabia. 

Meanwhile, the Prophet marched 3t the 
head of his 3 1 3 man expedition. They had 
only 70camels and two horses to ride. They, 
therefore, had to take turns riding the 
camels. The Prophet. Ali and Marthad 
AI-Ghanawi shared one camel. When the 
Prophet’s turn to ride was over, his two 
companions would try ro persuade him to 
continue on the camel's back and they 
would walk on. He insisted that he also 
should walk, and said: "You are not any 
more able to walk than I. and 1 am not any 
less in need of the extra reward from Allah 
than you.” 

The Propher' s march brought him and his 
companions nearer to Badr. which was on 
the caravans route to Makkah. Thinking 
that Abu Sufian's caravan should still be in 
the area, the Prophet sent two of his com- 
panions to gather intelligence. The expedi- 
tion followed the two men at a distance. As 
the sun declined the Prophet and his com- 
panions camped very close to Badr. He sent 
out a group of his companions including 
three u ho were very famous, namely, Ali 
Al-Zuhair and Sa'ad ibn Abi Waqqas. He 
asked them to try to ascertain the position 
of the caravan and to gather whatever 
information they could. They came back 
with two boys who looked for water for the 
Quraish army. The Prophet's companions 
mistakenly thought that they belonged to 
Abu Sufian and his caravan. 

When the Prorhet interrogated them it 
became clear that they belonged to the 
army of Quraish. From the information 
they gave him the Prophet realized that the 
army was at least three times stronger than 
his own force. He was also certain that they 
were far better equipped. The Muslims did 
not set out from Madinah in older to ^ : gage 
in a major clash as the Makkans did. They 
simply hoped to intercept a trade caravan. 
Furthermore, he learned that a large 
number of the Makkan leaders were in the 
army. He turned to his companions and 
said: " Makkah has sent you its dearest chil- 
dren.” 

Realizing that the caravan had escaped 
him and that a new situation had developed 
with the advance of the Quraish army, the 
Prophet felt he had to consult with his com- 
panions on how to confront the new situa- 
tion.

JEDDAH — For centuries, the Jeddah 
Port has served as a haven for ships seeking 
refuge from the ravages of rigorous, long- 
distance voyages. And the tradition con- 
tinues. 

The Spanish four-masted ship JuanSebas - 
turn de Elcano, three-quarters of the way 
through a circumnavigation and training 
exercise, sailed into Jeddah Fort on July 1 , 
after a 42-day non-stop passage from Singa- 
pore. 

The ship intended to call at Bombay, but a 
fierce tropical storm, with winds gusting to 90 
mph and 24 to 30-foot waves pushed the ship 
south and west of her course. After 1 0 stormy 
days the ship was in the middle of the Indian 
Ocean unable to sail back to Bombay because 
of rhe prevailing southwest monsoon. To 
reach Jeddah the gaff-rigged ship needed her 
engine, but fuel was low as the ship usually 
only runs the engine to enter harbors. The 
long, rough passage bad depleted the food 
and water supply and the small desalinator 
couldn’t be run for fear of further depletion 
of the engine fuel. The commandant, Cris- 
tobol Colon de Carvajal Y Maroto, put the 
crew on short rations and the ship beaded for 
Jeddah. 

The 42-day passage from Singapore to 


Jeddah almost equaled the Elcano 's 45-day 
record passage for non-stop sailing. The 225 
officers, midshipmen, and sailors were glad to 
spot the Jeddah navigational light and be 
directed into a berth in the inner harbor by 
the Saudi pilot boat. ■ ■ • 

The 3,750-ton vessel was built at Cade in 
1927 as the 5 th in the line of traditional train- 
ing ships for the Spanish Navy. Built of iron, 
steel, and tropical hardwoods, the sleek white 
ship, 190 meters long, is ao impressive com- 
bination of the traditional and modern. 

The ship can set 2,500 sq. meters of sail 
from her four raked masts. In a stiff breeze, 
the 20 canvas sails will haul the Elcano along 
at close to 16 miles per hour. Compared with 
the 20 mpb speed of a supertanker, the 55- 
year-old ship may be considered tradition aL 
but hardly outdated. In 1974, she captured 
the "Boston Teapot”, a trophy given for the 
longest- distance sailed in a single 124-bour 
period. 

The forward mast is the most exotic, carry- 
ing four yard-arms high above the deck from 
which fly the large down-wind square sails. 
AU the midshipmen are assigned duty on this 
mast, to learn, first, the traditional ways of 
sail. There isn’t a mechanical winch in sight. 
All sails are hoisted and set with tarred hemp 
rope, wooden blocks, and lots of sweat. Part- 
way up the mast, looking out of place among

the orderly mass of rigging is a space age 
radar receiver — the first sign of moderniza- 
tion. Atop the mast, next to a traditional 
windsock, spins a sophisticated wind speed 
indicator. 

Way aft is a 4-meter circle of mahogany 
and bronze ship's wheel, but it is no longer 
the primary means of steering. A rather small 
stainless steel wheel that would look more at 
home in a Maserati stands on a spidery steel 
catwalk midship. But it is coupled to a mod- 
ern hydraulic system, and except in the most 
extreme conditions, a single band can guide 
it. 

The steering station and the master chart 
room below aie equipped with every known 
navigation and monitoring device. The 
bridge has a display of instruments that 
determine windspeed and direction, ship's 
speed and direction, water depth, and engine 
performance. The chart bouse, a craftsman's 
dream of old woods, brass, and leather has 
enough instrumentation to qualify as a space 
satellite. It is equipped with, sonar, radar, a 
radio direction finder, a weather machine, 
radios, a telex, and two computerized naviga- 
tion devices, Loran and SatNav (short for 
satellite navigation) that are accurate enough 
to pinpoint the ship’s position to literally any 
square foot of the ocean. 

Of course any sailor will tell you that all the 
instrumentation in the world won’t replace 
the men and the ship when the winds howl 
and the waves heave. The navigators aboard 
the Elcano always knew exactly where the 
ship was during the violent monsoon, but in 
no way could they control the storm that 
relentlessly blew the ship from her intended 
path. One midshipman, with droll under- 
statement, articulated the general feeling of 
the men for the ship. When asked by a visitor 
if the ship had been in danger or the cadets 
frightened, he answered, "this is a sailing ship 
and we are sailors.” 

The 91 cadets aboard are in the third year 
of a five-year naval officer training program. 
In addition to learning how to sail a tradi- 
tional vessel, they average 25 hours a week in 
the classroom, studying everything from 
modern naval strategy to international 
marine law. With anywhere between 5 and 15 
ports of call, there are cultural lessons as well. 
In her travels, the Elcano has visited over 150 
ports in 53 countries. 

The balance of the ship's company is made 
up of regular navy officers and sailors who are 
selected on the basis of seamanship, talent as 
roving ambassadors and their ability to teach 
their skills to the midshipmen. _ 

On Friday, as a freshening breeze gave 
promise of a fast passage toward the Mediter- 
ranean and Spain, tbe Elcano prepared to 
depart. All hands assembled on deck. As tbe 
ship’s band played the Spanish anthem, the 
commandant escorted his country's ambas- 
sador to the gangway. The last note sounded 
and the sailors and cadets swarmed into the 
rigging and climbed high above the dockside, 
a swaying pattern of human pennants. The 
ambassador stepped ashore, making room 
aboard for the Saudi harbor pilot who would 
guide the ship through the reefs. The dock 
lines were cast off and three Saudi fireboats 
sprayed water around the ship in a nautical 
salute. As the ship moved from tbe dock, the 
sailors* cries of "Viva Espana" drifted back 
through the mists of tbe Saudi tribute. The 
fine traditions of a sailing ship and a safe port 
bad again briefly met and parted in Jeddah.

Literary treasures from Saudi Arabia

MUNICH (INF) — In Munich you can 
travel to the Middle and Far East either by 
boarding an airplane or by pushing the top 
floor bunon in the elevator at the Bavarian 
State Library. Founded in 1558 and tbe 
largest library in the Federal Republic 
(4,600,000 books, 27,500 periodicals), the 
Bavarian State Library has its Oriental Col- 
lection in its top-floor rooms. The collection 
consists of books from Arab and Asian coun- 
tries in the original language. Nearly 70,000 
publications from Morocco, Tunisia, Egypt 
and Saudi Arabia, and more than 65.000 
from India, Bangladesh, Pakistan, Sri Lanka, 
Burma, Malaysia, Indonesia, Tibet Korea, 
China, Japan and the Philippines are avail- 
able here for academic work. 

Library users, mostly Oriental scholars, 
students and professors, have two large read- 
ing rooms at their disposal here in which they 
can study what are often rare and valuable 
works m the areas of history, politics, litera- 
ture, ait, law and religion, as well as read 
newspapers and magazines that would hardly 
be found anywhere else m the Federal 
Republic. 

According to Dr. Gronbold, an Indologist 
who shares administrative responsibility for 
tbe collection with Dr.Dufey. a Sinologist , 
and Dr. Dannba-^er, an Islamic scholar," with 
our collection we offer German and foreign 
scholars a broad range of important Oriental 
literature so that they will be able to carry out 
their studies in one location without any great 
difficulty.” 

These German librarians see their central 
task in collecting and caring for valuable and 


irreplac eabl e books _and manuscripts from 
the Arab region and, as such, preserving 
them for posterity. Since hardly any funding 
is available to enable German Oriental lib- 
rarians to undertake buying and 
information-gathering trips, they are depen- 
dent on active assistance from their col- 


leagues' abroad. 

An exhibition is planned for this coming 
autumn in the Bavarian State Library, the 
purpose of which will be to inform the public 
on the an of bcokprinting in the Orient and 
making the literary treasures of these coun- 
tries known to a broader public.

And he did. A week later MacDonald was 
called upstairs to Disney* s office and given a 
raise to $100, "more money than 1 knew how 
to spend." it was 1935. 

Once be was asked for a clarion-clear 
chime. He found some old brake drums, so 
bard they ruined all his carbon drills, tuned 
them to a 13-note chromatic scale to make 
gorgeons bell-like tones. He filled kegs with 
nails and other things to mak several kinds of 
rainstorm and pounding suri He made the 
shimmering music of an animated spider web 
from sheets of duraluminum. Another time 
he tuned metal disks so a character could play 
scales with a hacksaw. (He makes the sound: 
“neeeeyowwwayowwwayowww," like a mus- 
ical saw.) 

For The Fox and the Hound he did a bear 
fight. This consisted of growling into either 
end of a kerosene lantern chimney: big end 
for closeups, small end for long shots. 

For Evinrude, the heroic dragonfly of The 
Rescuers, he rigged a six-inch spool with a 
rubber diaphragm and a tube through which 
be could blow a high-pitched mosquito whine 
with so much personality that Evinrude 
became a star. 

For The LoveBug, in a scene where a wheel 
comes off the title character, a Volkswagen, 
and races past it, only to falteT. wobble and 
collapse, be blew up a balloon, put a BB in it 
and spun tbe thing around. If s uncanny: you 
can bear tbe wheel rushing past, slowing and 
finally flopping over, spent. 

“The ideas? They just come. 1 was born to 
be a sound-effects man.” 

He has built 500 sound-effects gadgets in 
48 years. 

In the Disney True-Life Adventures, wild 
animals were filmed in sound, but often there 
would be a plane in tbe distance, or irrelevant 
snuffl i ng* would intrude. So MacDonald 
rerecorded tbe voices of hundreds of animals, 
cleaning up tbe soundtracks and perhaps 
adding just the tiniest bit of anthropomorphic 
appeal. 

He was going to be an engineer but broke 
his ankle, which naturally led to his playing 
drums for tbe Dollar Steamship Lines, sailing 
the Pacific with a ship’s orchestra. He once 
played Tympani for Leopold Stokowski (in 
Fantasia you can see him), once played with 
the Firehouse Five. He and his red-haired 
wife, Bobbie, have been married 42 years. He 
says he is busier than ever since be retired. 
For tbe last six months he has been transcrib- 
ing 28,000 effects into digital sound. 

Now he is showing a visitor how he does a 
horse walking or trotting or galloping, even 
crossing a bridge. “ A lot of guys do a three- 
legged horse,” he says, demonstrating with 
the coconuts. Not him. He even alternates his 
hands, right-Ieft-left-xight, the way a horse 
trots.

World 1 . Everything is geared to a happy, 
comfortable, worry -free existence. Fortu- 
nately the people who grumble about the 
lifestyle are in the minority. After all there 
win always be some people who see the mud 
while others see stars.

Colombo coconut craftsmen 
now made do with plastic

COLOMBO (Depthnews) — The worl- 
dwide fascination with plastic products has 
caught up with Sri Lanka’s traditional 
decorative art industry that thrives on polthel 
pahan (coconut oil lamps), pol mat (coconut 
flowers, and gokkola (young coconut fronds). 

- No social occasion, no matter how obscure, 
is ever complete without pol the! pahan, pol 
mol and gokkola. Weddings, funerals, stale 
occasions, foe inauguration of private and 
public buildings and religious rituals are 
always livened np with decorations made of 
coconut flowers and fronds with tbe inevit- 
able coconut oil lamps burning. 

Poruwa, or platforms used in wedding 
ceremonies, are always decorated with intri- 
cate arrangements of coconut flowers. When 
someone dies, the roadside near the 
deceased’s home is decorated with young 
coconut shoots. So is the route on which the 
coffin is taken to the cemetry. 

When politicians go to the hustings, inagu- 
rate a building or simply address a gathering, 
their presence is announced with the lighting 
of oil lamps, the playing of the mogul bera 
(festive drum) and the pol mat and gokkola 
decorations. 

Tbe indigenous decorative industry has 
produced skilled craftsmen, who are prob- 
ably some of the best in the world in their 
field of expertise. 

Their products have been exported to dif- 
ferent parts of the world. A significant tribute 
to tbe industry and the thousands of artisans 
engaged in this cottage industry will be made 
this year when Sri Lanka’s decorative pol thel 
pahan , pol mal and gokkola, are featured in 
the cultural exhibition in London on the 
occasion of the celebration of 50 years of 
universal franchise. 

These decorative pieces are the cheapest 
and the most common form of decoration in a 
country which abounds in palm trees. But 
years of indiscriminate cutting of coconut 
fronds and flowers have taken a heavy toll on 

Machines competing 
with women for jobs

KUALA LUMPUR (Depthnews) — 
Women may find themselves competing with 
machines for jobs even before they can suc- 
cessfully break into traditionally male- 
dominated occupations. This possibility sur- 
faced in a paper “Diversifying Women's 
Employment: the Only Road to Genuine 
Equality of Opportunity ” prepared by 
Marion Janjic of the International Labor 
Office (ELO). 

Janjic only mentions in passing how tech- 
nological changes, particularly the introduc- 
tion of microtechnology, are likely to affect 
adversely women’s chances of going into 
non-traditional female jobs. But on-going 
discussions on problems associated with 
automation make the reference significant. 

Third World countries particularly are 
often faced with the choice of resorting to 
supposedly cost-saving and more productive 
machineries or continuing with traditional 
labor-intensive procedures. These countries 
are often characterized by a large workforce 
with significant rates of unemployment 
Another factor which they have to contend 
with is capital shortage. 

Labor groups have already assailed tbe 
replacement of labor-intensive methods by 
machines which require huge investments. 
People are losing their jobs on account of 
technological advances. 

The displacement increases further the 
number of men who will be competing for 
available jobs. This will mean more men will 
be competing with women for the remaining 
male-dominated occupations. 

Further compounding the problem for 
women eager to go into traditional male jobs 
is rising unemployment caused by the world 1 s 
economic woes, notes Janjic. 

- Hie ILO official also finds several factors 
which can help women achieve equality with 
men in employment These are: 

Growing attachment of women to 
economic activity, when they are married and 
have young children. 

Continuing progress in the education and 
vocational training of girls. 

Less segregationist attitude of young per- 
sons of both sexes who would like to see a 
more equitable division of responsibilities at 
every level; at work, at home and within the 
family.

It used to be that anybody can climb a 
coconut tree, cut down young leaves and 
flowers and nobody would give it a thought' 
But those free-wheeling days may be over. 

Tbe government has taken steps to protect 
the coconut trees from flower and frond 
“slashers” and what used to be genuine pol 
null and gokkola may actually be made of 
plastic materials now. 

The government was jolted into action 
after drastic reductions in coconut harvest 
over the years. Estimates show that the pro- 
ductivity of coconut trees has been reduced 
by as much as 25 percent because of the indis- 
criminate cutting of young leaves and flow- 
ers. 

The Ministry of Trade and Shipping has 
decided that the solution rests with the prom- 
otion of artificial decorative pieces to spare 
the coconut trees from the destructive ons- 
laught. 

There is ample cause for alarm over the 
steep decline in coconut production. The 
third largest foreign exchange earner until a 
few years ago. coconut has lost its position to 
tourism, petroleum and other industrial pro- 
ducts. 

A decade ago. the country produced 2.5 
billion nuts. In 1 980. production was down to 
200 million , and exports have fallen from 
one billion nuts a decade ago to only 250 
million in 1980. 

Coconut milk is a popular cooking item. 
Delicious local flavors for rice and curry are 
heavily spiced with coconut milk. 

The price of coconut has skyrocketed as 
supply continues to dwindle. The govern- 
ment has taken steps to bring down the price 
of coconut in the local market, but price con- 
trols have only raised difficulties for produc- 
ers. The measures have also adversely 
affected the country's export earnings. 

To encourage greater production, the gov- 
ernment has revised its export policy on oQ. 
kernel products and fiber in favor of the 
coconut producers. Under the new policy, 
producers envoy greater profits from export 
proceeds than in the past when tbe bulk of 
export earnings and channeled to govern- 
ment coffers. 

Coconut is basically, a smallholder’s crop 
in Sri Lanka. Only 10,000 hectares are 
planted to coconut trees. About 45 percent of 
the entire plantation fall within tbe national- 
ized sector, while the rest are cultivated and 
owned by small landholders. 

Under the law, no one can own coconut 
land more than 50 hectares in area. Thus 
ownership is widely diffused among small 
plantation owners and any government pol- 
icy toward the product affects the masses for 
better or for worse. 


Wok cooking is easy, 
delicious, nutritious

RIYADH — Until a short time ago I never 
ventured to cook with a wok. even though 1 
love to eat at Chinese restaurants. It 
appeared (o be some subtle and mysterious 
art that had evolved over thousands of years. 

After receiving a wok as a gift. 1 started 
experimenting with some recipes. In addition 
io giving food a light crispy texture, wok 
cooking uses no water in preparing veget- 
ables or meats/ fish and as a result your ingre- 
dients retain all their fresh flavors as well as 
maintain all their nutritional value. 

This stir-fry method of cooking is also a 
□ice way to entertain while cooking at the 
same time. With an electric wok one can pre- 
pare the food at the table, allowing the aroma 
of tbe fresh ingredients mingling together fill 
tbe room and open the appetite. A regular 
wok will sit directly on your stove: the pre- 
pared food looks as good as it tastes when 
served directly from the wok. These are not 
authentic Chinese recipes, bur simply dishes 
that have been modified with a minimum of 
exotic ingredients. 

Chicken and green pepper 
Ingredients : 

Approx. Va lb. boneless chicken, cut in 
small pieces 

1 medium green pepper, cut in small trian- 
gular pieces 

3 tbsp lig/u oil 

4 spring onions, chopped 

l tbsp chopped root ginger 
/ tbsp light soy sauce 
1 Vi tbsp. light oil 

Preparation: 

Have the chicken and pepper cut in similar 
sized pieces. Heat the wok, then heat the oil 
until very hot Stir-fry the pepper for 2-3 
minutes, then remove and add the chicken. 
Toss over high heat for 3-4 minutes, until just 
cooked through. Add the chopped spring 
onions, peppers and ginger, the soy sauce and 
chili oil, and continue to toss for another cou- 
ple of minutes. Serve immediately ; serves 
2-3. 

STIR-FRIED MUSHROOMS 
Ingredients: 

Vx lb. small mushrooms, sliced 
3 tbsp. light oil 
l clove garlic 

1 piece root ginger, as big as a lump of sugar 
l small leek, halved and thinly sliced or 
Vi cup sliced onions 
Vi isp. salt 

Vi tbsp. lightly toasted sesame seeds 
Vi tbsp light soy sauce ( optional ) 


Preparation: 

Wipe the mushrooms, slice. Heat the wok, 
add the oil with the whole clove of garlic and 
piece of ginger. By this time the oil should be 
•very hot. Stft-fry the sliced leek for about 
\-Vi minutes, then add the mushrooms. Toss 
them constantly for about 2 minutes, add the 
salt and half the sesame seeds. A teaspoon of 
sesame oil can be added if you like; the com- 
bination of mushrooms and sesame is delici- 
ous. Add soy sauce or not, as you please, it 
can be added at the table. Toss all together 
for another minute, then serve, with tbe 
reserved sesame seeds scattered over the top. 
Serves 2-3. 

PRAWNS OR SHRIMP WITH RICE 
Ingredients: 

6 oz. rice 

3 tbsp. light oil 

1 small onion, chopped 

Vi lb. bunom mushrooms, sliced 

1 lb. shelled prawns or shrimp 

Va lb. green peas, cooked in shells 

I-V2 tbsp. light soy sauce 

Preparation: 

Cook the rice as usual: drain well. Heat tbe 
wok, add the remaining oil and stir-fry tbe 
chopped onion. When it starts to color, add 
the sliced mushrooms and then the prawns or 
shrimp. Toss for a few minutes, add the rice, 
cooked peas, and soy sauce. Toss all together 
until well mixed and re-heated. Serves 4. 

FU1 PEI- ME I 

Hunan fish 

Any kind of fish, fowl or beef can be substi- 
tuted in the following authentic Chinese 
recipe from Taipei. Carp is recommended. 

Preparation: 

To prepare the fish, cut off its head and tail; 
open it from the back and remove all the 
bones and skin. Choose only the whitest 
meat. Cut the fish into strips 1 Vi inch long 
and 1 inch wide — the thinner, tbe better. 

Next, fill a large bowl with 1 C green veget- 
able strips and slices of Yutiao (Chinese fried 
fritters of dough). Arrange the fish, piece by 
piece, on top. Add chopped scallions and 
parsley. Sprinkle in It vinegar and some 
ground pepper and sesame seed oil. Placi 
bowl on dinner table. 

Bring some chicken soup to a rapid boil, 
and quickly pour over fish. Hold down ingre- 
dients with a spoon so that they don't float to 
tbe top. Serve in small dishes.

Here is a selection of recipes by Anna 
Marie Weiss-Armush from her upcoming 
book, Arabian Cuisine. 

RED LENTIL SOUP 
Shorabit Adis {Syria.) 

The most traditional of the legume soups 
is often used to break the daily fast during 
the holy month of Ramadan. 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 V 2 cups red split lentils, rinsed lamb 
bones 

2 liters water — salt — black pepper 

1 lemon, halved 

Preparation: 

1. Place all ingredients except the lemon 
in a large saucepan and bring to the boil. 
Simmer gently, covered, until the lentils are 
very soft and partially disintegrated. This 
will vary considerably with different qual- 
ities of lentils, but they will usually require 1 
Vi - 2 hours cooking time. During the last 45 
minutes of this time, the lentils should be 
stirred every 5 or 10 minutes, because they 
tend to stick to the bottom of the pot even 
though the soup is thin. 

2. When the lentils are cooked, taste and 
adjust seasoning. 

3. The soup is ready to be served. If you 
wish, you may remove the bones and puree 
all or half of the soup in an electric blender 
(or rub it through a sieve). After pureeing, 
return the soup to the saucepan: add a bit 
more water if it is too thick, or cook it a tittle 


longer to reduce and thicken it. Scrape any 
bits of meat from the bones, and add them 
to the soup. 

4. Serve each bowl with a lemon half. 
Variations: 

Add 1 small onion, minced. The onion 
may also be sauteed in butter or olive oil 
before adding it. 

Cream of Lentil Soup : After pureeing 
the soup, whisk in V: cup cream. Heat only 
just to the boiling point, or the cream may 
curdle. 

KUSA SOUP 
Shorabit Kusa (Syria) 

Zucchinis can be substituted for the pale 
green kusa squash. 

INGREDIENTS: 

6 small or medium kusa 

3 tablespoons butter 

1 onion, finely chopped 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 

5 cups milk 

salt, 

black pepper 

Vi cup canned or fresh cream. 
Preparation: 

1. Scrub the kusa and remove the end 
pieces. Cook covered in a few inches of 
boiling water until the fork enters easily. 
Remote and chop thoroughly, reserving the 
cooking water. 


2. Saute onion in butter until transparent. 

3. Blend 1 cup of the reserved water with 

the cornstarch until smooth, and add it to 
the onions. Brine the mixture to the boil, 
stirring. Add the kusa. milk, salt and pepper 
to taste. Simmer for 10 minutes. , 

4. Before serving, whisk in the cream. Do 1 

not boil or the cream will curdle. ■ 

TOMATO AND NOODLE SOUP | 

Shorabit Benadora ma Shayriyye (Syria) j 

A delicious soup that is easily and quickly 
prepared. 

Ingredients: 

100 grams lamb, chopped coarsely small 
piece fat from lamb tail, chopped salt, 
black pepper. 

2 tablespoons semne 

1 tablespoon (rounded) tomato paste 
6 cups lamb or beef stock 

2/3 cup vermicelli noodles 
pinch cinnamon or allspice 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley. 

Preparation: 

1 . Sprinkle the Iamb with salt and pepper 
and brown in the semne. Stir in the tomato 
paste and cook for another minute.

U.S.ban draws U.K., Italy fire 


ROME, July S { R) — British Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher said Thursday the 
United States was mistaken in trying to 
include existing conn-acts in its ban on the use 
of American technology to help build a 
Soviet natural gas pipeline to Western 
Europe. 

Italian Prime Minister Giotanni Spadolini 
agreed with Mrs. Thatcher at a joint news 
conference in Rome that existing contracts 
should be honored. 

The British leader was leaving for London 
Thursday night after a one-day visit during 
.which she also discussed the Middle East 
crisis. European Community affairs and 
East-West relations with Spadolini. 

Mrs. Thatcher said a: the news conference 
she was surprised by the inclusion of such 
contracts in t fie latest U.S. sanctions package, 
adding she felt it could harm both the U.S. 
and Europe. 

“When you have made a contract you have 
to keep it." Mrs. Thatcher said. "The con- 
tracts were made in good faith.... under the 
latest American request existing contracts 
would be broken. That is bad." 

Although Spadolini fully agreed with Mrs. 
Thatcher, he did not specifically say whether 
a key $500 million contract awarded to 
Nuovo Pignone of Italy last November for 19 
pumping stations on the pipeline could pro- 
ceed 

The contract’s execution has been blocked 
up to now by what the Spadolini government 
termed a pause for reflection after the 
Soviet-based declaration of martial law in 
Poland. Government officials said Thursday 
lines of credit to Nuovo Pignone at the 7.5 
percent interest rate requested by the Soviet 


Union had never been signed. 

They said that, if Nuovo Pignone were to 
honor its contract using other existing lines of 
credit, it would face enormous losses in meet- 
ing the terms demanded by the Soviet Union. 

The U.S. ban on technology poses prob- 
lems for Nuovo Pignone which would want to 
use General Electric turbine parts. 

Spadolini also said no subsidized credit 
would be given for the Nuovo Pignone deal 
because the government did not believe the 
Soviet Union should benefit from easy credit. 
Government officials said the Italian gov- 
ernment had never authorized any lire of 
credit and those proposed had been frozen. 

Meanwhile. American economist Kenneth 
Galbraith was quoted as saying in a West 
German magazine interview released Wed- 
nesday that The American embargo is "com- 
pletely wrong." 

History leaches that economic embargoes 
never have the intended effect, the Nobel 
prize-winning Galbraith said in an article 


published in the weekly magazine. Quick. 

The Soviet Union will be able to find sub- 
stitutes for "a couple of American turbines,” 
the magazine quoted Galbraith as saying. “I 
think it is nonsense to say that some machines 
can be delivered (to the Soviet Union) and 
others cannot,” he said. 

Further, Galbraith said the Americans 
should not have extended the embargo to ban 
European subsidiaries or licensees of Ameri- 
can firms from delivering equipment for tbe 
pipeline. The United States should not dic- 
tate European relations with' the Soviet 
Union, he said. 

In Ottawa, tbe Canadian external affairs 
minister said the U.S. attempt to bar foreign 
companies from using American technology 
to make equipment for tbe trans-Siberian gas 
pipeline was unacceptable; He termed it an 
"infringement of Canadian sovereignity.” 

He dubbed U.S. action against the prop-^ 
osed Soviet pipeline to Western Europe 
“simply inadmissible.”

West curbs impede debt payment— Poland 


WARSAW. July S (R) — Tbe Polish 
authorities have bitterly denounced Western 
states for applying economic sanctions, say- 
ing they had consciously made it impossible 
to repay debts on time. 

As Western bankers held wbat were 
termed constructive talks with Polish rep- 
resentatives in Vienna oa Warsaw's $4 billion 
of commercial debts falling due this year, the 
official news agency Pap said the sanctions- 
were 'an obvious.' unprecedented economic 
aggression against Poland. _ 
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It also pointed tbe increasing burden of tbe 
debts owed to tbe West, saying that servicing 
them had consumed 75 percent of export 
earnings last year. 

Tbe Pap statement said that altbougb much 
of the blame for Poland* s dire economic situ- 
ation could be laid with tbe economic plan- 
ners of the 1970s they were also largely 
caused by conscious Western policies aimed 
at making Poland economically dependent. 

The agency said tbe most acute form of 
sanction was the stop on credits imposed by 
NATO states in January as a political protest 
against tbe declaration of martial law a month 
earlier. 

“This conceals a meaningful paradox — for 
the first time in economic bistory tbe cre- 
ditors consciously create a situation in which 
it becomes impossible to repay tbe debts in 
due time” Pap said. 

Western governments have said they will 
not agree to discuss deferring repayments of 
tbe $3.5 billion of official debts guaranteed 
by governments tbat fall due this year until 
the Polish authorities lift martial law, release 
internees and resume a dialogue witb tbe sus- 
pended trade union solidarity. 

The suspension of discussions on rearrang- 
ing the repayments to governments com- 
bined witb tbe hold on new credits not only 
blocks attempts to reactivate the economy 
but also sbort-term financing of current 
deals. Pap said. 

"It also creates an atmosphere of uncer- 
tainty and lack of confidence, adds to tbe 
difficulty of emerging from tbe crisis and cre- 
ates tension in international relations,” it 
added. 


Banking sources here said last month tbat 
Poland was still keen to avoid unilaterally 
declaring itself bankrupt because of tbe 
long-term damage to the country’s economic 
credibility. But tbey said Western credits 
were vital to long-term rescheduling projec- 
tions worked out in 1979. 

Because of rbe credit halt tbe repayments 
situation was becoming so acute that the dis- 
advantages of declaring bankruptcy- could be 
outweighed by tbe financial advantages, tbey 
added. 


JEDDAH, July 8 — The dollar shed 
some of its dramatic gains in tbe New York 
markets Wednesday night. Once again tbe 1 
major impetus was a drop in tbe -Federal 
Reserve ;Fed Fund* prime lending rates — 
this time by over 1 0 percent in one day from 
14 percent to 3 percent levels. This was 
highly unusual and reflected some large- 
scale liquidity reserves being released by 
tbe American central bank to help out witb 
seasonal shortages, but tbe move caught tbe 
money markets fiat-footed and some easing 
of Eurodollar deposit rates took place. Tbe 
one-month rate traded at 15 % - 15% per- 
cent Thursday, while tbe one-year rate was 
quoted about V * percent lower at 15 % - 16 
percent levels. 

Tbe money markets were still expecting - 
the Friday money supply figures to show a 
bulge, but something in tbe opposite direc- 
tion could trigger sharp Eurodeposit falls. 

In tbe bullion markets, gold and silver 
prices rallied in New York after their falls in 
Europe on Wednesday, and gold dosed at 
$311.30 against 5306/307 earlier in tbe 
day. Silver prices also closed at $5.72, which 
was nearly 20 cents up over Wednesday 
European prices and attests to tbe continu- 
ing volatility of this precious metal's price. 
On Thursday silver prices remained steady 
at around $5.71.

Rising costs bog shipowners 


Poland’s overall debt to tbe West is about 
$27 billion. Exports plunged last year 
because of tbe cumulative effects of 
economic mismanagement and unwise 
investment and tbe disruption to tbe 
economy by strikes and labor unrest during 
tbe 16-month Solidarity period. 

Senior Polish officials have said tbe gov- 
ernment will not succumb to Western pres- 
sure to change its domestic political policies, 
despite tbe ever-deepening economic crisis. 

“Internal policies depend solely on domes- 
tic developments. There are no plans for 
adjustments to facilitate economic relations 
with the West. Economic sanctions cannot 
force political changes,” government, 
spokesman Jerzy Urban told Reuters. 

"Our debts were built up on the assump- 
tion tbat there would be no political interfer- 
ence,” be added. As a result of tbe crisis, tbe 
government is promoting greater coopera- 
tion witb Soviet bloc partners, particularly 
tbe Soviet Union, and intends to avoid such 
heavy dependence on Western countries in 
future, senior officials said. 


LONDON, July 8 (AFP) — Operating 
costs for dry-cargo freighters will double over 
tbe next 10 years because of inflation, the 
shipping consultant H.P. Drewry bas pre- 
dicted here. 

Tbe forecast dampended hopes of world 
ship-owners for a recovery from the current 
slump, which has polled freight rates down to 
their lowest levels for four or five years. 

The consultant 1 s latest review stressed that 
Far-Eastern operators would gain an 
increased share of the market at the expense 
of north European “flags.” It added tbat 
northern European and even Greek owners 
would have still more trouble running profit- 
able shipping operations. 

The gap between tbefiigh-cost flags of Bri- 
tain, Norway and Sweden and the low-cost 
far eastern lines was widening steadily, espe- 
cially in terms of manning costs, Diewery 
said.

' JAKARTA, July 8 (Depthnews) — 
Indonesia is beginning to feel the pinch of the 
oil glut. Last January and February, its oil 
production dropped for tbe first time in years, 
forced by the downtrend in the global 
demand for the commodity. 

Judo Sumbono, president-director of tbe 
state-owned oil corporation of Pertamina, 
admitted to reporters in mid-March that the 
country's oil production was down, altbougb 
be refused to cite specific figures. He said, 
however, tbat Caltex Pacific Indonesia, one 
of the major oil companies operating in 
Indonesia, was having difficulty marketing 
tbe products. 

A prolonged slump in oil demand could 
seriously strain the country’s foreign 
exchange earning capacity and put pressure 
on the oil companies’ storage capability as 
well. Unsold crude is stored in tanks, but 
these facilities have limited capacity. The 
only alternative open to the oil companies in 
case of a prolonged slump in world demand 
for crude would be to stop production 
altogether. But such a dire step would have 
far-reaching consequences. For one thing, it 
would create problems for the companies, 
their workers and the government iiselt 

Petrodollar is tbe main prop of the coun- 
try’s economy and a protracted decline in oi! 
demand would create serious fallouts on tbe 
employment situation, particularly for the 
tbousaods working in oil-related enterprises. 
Oil companies are equally placed on the spot. 
Caltex has reportedly stopped pumping its 
JDuri oilfield in Sumatra. At tbe height of its 


production, ine L>uri field was producing 
25,000 barrels a day. 

Caltex* s oilfield at Riau province has, how- 
ever, been spared tbe agony of other oilfields 
brought about by tbe current slump in ofl 
trade. The Riau oilfield produces tbe bigbly- 
. coveted Minas sweet crude. Tbe crude worst 
bit by tbe slump are tbe so-called nonsweet 
heavy and nonsweet light crude. 

Tbe Organization of Petroleum and Oil 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) of wbicb 
Indonesia is a member bad expected tbat witb 
tbe advent of winter in the cold industrial 
countries, tbe demand foT oil would soar. 
This projection now bas proven to be a sorry 
miscalculation, instead of beavy importa- 
tions, traditional qrude buyers, particularly 
industrialized countries, failed to place addi- 
tional orders for tbe commodity. Oil imports 
accumulated tbe past months bad kept reser- 
voirs well stocked. After going tbrougb tbe ' 
oil crisis, industrialized countries bave 
improved their capacity to conserve energy 
and diversify to otber energy sources, particu- 
larly coal. 

OPEC s problem was compounded by 
non-OPEC oil-producers wbicb offered tbeir 
exports at prices well below the price level set 
by the ofl carteL 

For instance, Pemex, Mexico’s state ofl 
firm, unilaterally reduced tbe price of its Ist- 
hmus light crude in early March from $35 to 
$32.50 a barrel. Similarly, tbe price of its 
Maya tight crude was discounted from $26.50. 
to $25. Tbe Mexican move created a chain 
reaction that swept even OPEC member 


nations. The British National OilCompany, a 
non-OPEC member, also trimmed down tbe 
prices of its North Sea fight crude from $35 to 
$31 a barrel the same price level as tbe Ara- 
bian Light Crude (ALC). 

ALC, the benchmark by which other var- 
ieties of OPEC crude are determined, was set 
at 534 per barrel wben the OPEC ministers 
met in Abu Dhabi in mid-December last 
■year. Tbe agreed price level was to run 
through 1982, but it started to fall apart when 
Iran, an OPEC member, reduced the price of 
its crude of the ALC variety to $32.20 a 
barrel. 


In early March this year, nine OPEC oil 
ministers met in Doha, Qatar and formally 
agreed to maintain tbe benchmark price of 
erode at $34 per barrel and cut back total 
OPEC daily output from 20 million to 18.5 
million barrels. Indonesia agreed to cut its 
production by 42,000 barrels a day, down 
from 1.6 million barrels in 1981. In January 
and February, Indonesia's crude output 
reportedly dropped to an average of 1.5 mil- 
lion barrels a day. 

At $35 a barrel, Indonesians sweet fight 
crude fetches a price higher than tbe benc- 
hmark. And there are fewer takers than 
before. Indonesia's' economic planners are 
.clearly worried that a prolonged slump of tbp 
global demand for ofl would adversely affect 
.the country’s economy- A production cut of 
,-12,000 barrels a day would translate to a 
revenue loss of $1.5 million daily at existing 
OPEC-agreed prices.

MADRID. July 8 (AFP) — Record temp- 
eratures were felt throughout Spam Thurs- 
day. hours before World Football Cup semi- 
final games, as the country suffered its worst 
heat wave of the century. 

The heat was aggravated in Barcelona by a 
thick cloud of smoke and ash from 15 forest 
Ores encircling the city, making the air almost 
unbreathable. It was feared the smoke prob- 
lem could affect the semi-final match there. 

The northeastern city of GranoIIers baked 
under heat of 48.8 degrees Centigrade :120 
Fahrenheit), and several provincial capitals 
saw temperatures reach the 40-degree C 
(104 F) mark. In the Barcelona area, the 
fires, still burning after three days along a 
50-kilometer front, were being fought by 
more than 1 .000 firemen, soldiers and volun- 
teers. 

At Begas. St. Quirze de Safaja and Jorba. 
firefighters were using water from private 
swimming pools to attempt to bring the blaze 
under control. About 2.000 persons have 
abandoned their homes in the area, and 
thousands of others spent Wednesday night 
on the beaches. 


At least 30 bouses have been destroyed, 
and the Catalonia regional government 
reported several people injured and damage 
to railways and electrical facilities. The gov- 
ernment appeared convinced that at least 
some of the fires were of criminal origin. Four 
persons have been arrested and a search was 
under way for a car carrying four masked men 
suspected of starting the fires. 

The heat and drought particularly affecting 
northeast Spain aggravated the fires. Wed- 
nesday night was the hottest in Barcelona for 
1 00 years, with a minimum temperature of 29 
C. (85 F). 


The Spanish National Meteorological 
Institute said the high temperatures were 
expected to continue for at least another 48 
hours. They blamed the heat wave on a low 
pressure area over the Atlantic, which was 
pulling hot African air masses across Spain. 


BANGKOK. July 8 (R) — Prince Noro- 
dom Sihanouk, leader of the coalition of 
anti- Vietnamese resistance forces, Thursday 
visited a Kampuchean (Cambodian) jungle 
base of the Khmer Rouge guerrillas, once bis 
sworn enemy but now a member of his coali- 
tion. 

The prince, who has been named president 
of the new Democratic Kampuchean gov- 
ernment, drove under heavy guard across the 
border to the Peking-backed Khmer Rouge 
base of Phuoh Malai, about 300 kilometers 
east of Bangkok. 

He is expected to visit his Moulinaka 
Group Friday. He visited a border village of a 
coalition partner, the Khmer Peoples 
National Liberation Front (KPNLF), Wed- 
nesday. 

It was the fiist time in more than three 
years the prince visited his homeland which 
he had left before invading Vietnamese 
forces set foot in Kampuchea in 1979. Dip- 
lomatic sources said the leaders of the resis- 
tance groups were expected to formally 
establish the coalition government Friday. 

Speaking to thousands of cheering Kam- 
puchean refugees in a United Nations camp 
near the border Wednesday, Prince Sihanouk 
recalled the widespread suffering under the 
Khmer Rouge, but said time has come to end 
quarrels among the resistance groups. 

The Khmer Rouge was accused of geno- 
cide during their three-year rule which ended 
in January 1979, after the Vietnamese milit- 
ary intervened. Now it appears necessary to 
unite all our forces to ask for material and 
military aid from other countries and to 
obtain recognition at the U.N.," he said. 

“But the coalition does not mean that 
Sihanouk and (KPNLF leader) Son Sann will 
be dominated by the Khmer Rouge," he said. 
The Moulinaka and the KPNLF are both 
anti-Couimunist and claim to be the rep- 
resentatives of Kampuchean nationalists. 

The Khmer Rouge, with 30,000 guerrillas, 
are the strongest fighting force against the 
estimated 200,000 Vietnamese troops based 
in Kampuchea. They also bold the Kam- 
puchean seat at the United Nations. 

In a related development, Vietnamese 
Foreign Minister Nguyen Co Thach will go to 
Kuala Lumpur July 25 for three days of talks, 
mainly on the Kampuchean problem, the 
Malaysian Foreign Ministry said Thursday. 

The Vietnamese embassy in Kuala Lum- 
pur said be would also visit Thailand. Singa- 
pore and Burma. 


Western diplomats said the latest 
developments in Kampuchea, including 
Hanoi's announcement of a partial with- 
drawal of Vietnamese forces from the coun- 
try, were expected to figure prominently in 
bis discussions daring the trip. 

Thach said Wednesday in Ho Chi Minb 
City after a meeting of foreign ministers from 
the three Indochinese states — Vietnam, 
Laos and Kampuchea — that Hanoi would 
withdraw a significant number of its troops 
from Kampuchea this month. 


Meanwhile, the European Economic 
Community (EEC) is continuing efforts with 
the ASEAN to seek a settlement to the prob- 
lem of the Vietnamese military presence in 
Laos, Danish Foreign Minister Kjeld Olen-. 
•sen said in Strasbmg. 

Olensen, the new chairman of the EEC 
Council of Ministers, said Wednesday the 
EEC was in “permanent contact" with 
ASEAN members on the situation. 
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In Washington, the State Department said 
that only total withdrawal of Vietnamese 
forces from Kampuchea can lead to an 
“equitable” solution of the Kampuchean 
problem . 

China has yet to react officially to the 
announcement of the partial withdrawal. But 
analysts'said Peking would no donbt reject 
the move as yet another ploy to fool world 
public opinion.

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THE HAGUE, July 8 (R) — Helmut 
Schmidt will try to prod the Netherlands into 
taking a decision to accept new Cruise mis- 
siles during his first official visit to The Hague 
by a West German chancellor for 18 years. 

Diplomats said the Netherlands' indecision 
about the missiles will be among the main 
subjectsof his talk with Dutch Prime Minister 
Dries van Agt. 

Schmidt, who arrived here Thursday for a 
two day visit, is also e xpecte d to tell parliamen- 
tarians of the Dutch" upper and lower houses 
that it is time the Netherlands took a decision 
on the deployment of 48 Cruise missiles. 

West Germany, Britain and Italy have 
already agreed to accept Cruise and 
Pershing-2 missiles under a 1979 NATO plan 
to modernize its- arsenal to counter Soviet 
SS-20 missiles. 

The Hague government has been unable to 
decide on siting the missiles largely due to 
stiff public opinion and has said its decision 
depended on the outcome of East-West 
strategic arms talks, which began in Geneva 
only last month. 

Van Agt, head of a minority coalition of bis 
Christian Democratic Party and the left-of-

center Democrats’66 Party, told Dutch jour- 
nalists this week that a decision on the mis- 
sies could not be put off indefinitely. 

The decision is largely dependent on the 
outcome of general elections here on Sep. 8. 
The opposition Labor Party has totally 
rejected siting missiles on Dutch soil and 
opinion polls forecast Labor is likely to fare 
poorly and remain in the opposition. 

Van Agt, who is also foreign minister, 
returned from a four-day official visit to 
Egypt Thursday, and gave Schmidt a full 
account of his views on the Lebanon crisis. 

He was tire first European Community 
leader to visit Egypt since EEC members cal- 
led last month for an immediate withdrawal 
of Israeli forces from around Beirut and 
simultaneous withdrawal of Palestinian 
commandos in the west of the Lebanese capi- 
tal. 

Schmidt’s visit is the first since one paid by 
Chancellor Erhard in 1964. But Schmidt, 
who regularly meets Van Agt at European 
Community meetings, met the Dutch leader 
privately in Nijmegen in 1 978 and attended a 
Socialist International meeting in The Hague 
'in 1974. 


TEL AVIV, July 8 -.'(R) — Israel is setting 
up a detention camp in South Lebanon for 
Palestinian commandos captured in its latest 
offensive, military sources said. 

A first group of prisoners had already been 
moved into the camp, which is surrounded by 
a fence, guard towers and earth embank- 
ments, the sources said. The camp, at Ansar, 
west of the central market town of Nabatiyeh, 
will eventually accommodate thousands of 
men in tents suitable for winter conditions. 

The sources said the commandos were 
being treated as criminal detainees and did 
not have prisoner-of-war status. POW status 
would allow them Red Cross visits, but Israel ‘ 
does not recognize the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) and argues that the 
commandos are not part of a regular army. 

Israel has captured more than 5,000 com- 
mandos in its thrust into Lebanon. 

The sources said the new camp has running 
water and electricity. A kitchen is still being 
buflt It is located in wild hrS country away 
from main population centers such as Tyre 
and Sidon, both PLO strongholds. 

Many of the commandos c a pt ure d round 
Sidon were first held for questioning, some 
blindfolded, at a former citrus fruit depot 
taken ovjjr by the Israelis as an interrogation 
center. 


PARIS, July 8 (AFP) — Police said Thurs- 
day they believed that a 24-year-old Iasha 
who arrived here from Tehran Wednesday 
with plastic explosives was a member of 
commando here to assassinate former fra.

It is not the first time that an Iranian coia- 
mando has come to France to attack 
opposition politicians in exile here. On July 
18, 1980 five men tried to kfll the Shaft of 
Iran’s last premier Shapur Bakhtiar ta ha 
Paris flat. They killed a police guard asda 
woman neighbor but Bakhtiar was unharmed 
behind the bullet-proof front door of hfcfiai 
A French court gave the five long prison sen- 
tences last March.

More trains put on British tracks 


LONDON. July 8 (AP) — A growing 
revolt by rebel train engineers put more 
trains on the tracks in Britain, an increased 
pressure on their union to call of a 5-day-old 
rail strike. 

Strike- weary commuters, however, took to 
the roads again and 1 1 kms traffic jams clog- 
ged main routes into London. There was 
standing room only on available trains and 
many subways and buses. 

The strike claimed its first casualty Wed- 
nesday when an unidentified girl, aged bet 
ween 1 8 and 20. was electrocuted along with 
a dog while she was jogging along a railroad 
track near Liverpool. 

A police spokesman said: “It looks like she 
thought the power had been switched off dur- 
ing the present rail dispute. Unfortunately, 
that was not the case.” 

Since the strike began midnight Saturday 
night, more and more engineers have defied 
their union and returned to work, a trend 
British Rail Chairman Sir Peparker called 
“mildly" encouraging. 

Sir Peter saluted passengers, many of 
whom had standing-room-only journeys on 
commuter trains that did work. 

“Nobody's winning a strike of this size." he 
said. “ One is immensely sad at the discomfort 
we’re causing customers and I salute the way 
passengers are standing by the railway. They 
do know what we’re fighting for." 

The fight is over plans to save money and 
make better use of manpower by putting 
engineers on flexible 7 to 9-hour shifts, instead 
of the rigid 8-hour schedules operated since 


Parker told reporters Tuesday night he was 
only “mildly encouraged" by the number of 
engineers turning up for work. 


. A British Rail spokesman said 835 
engineers signed on for '/duty by 2 p.m.

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Korean denies patronage charge 


SEOUL. July 8 (R) — A woman accused 
with others of taking part in the largest fraud 
in South Korean history denied -in court that 
she used her family connections with Presi- 
dent Chun Doo Hwan to influence business- 


The state prosecutor alleged that Mrs. 
Chang Yong-Ja and her husband, ex-deputy 
director of the Korean Central Intelligence 
Agency (KCIA), Lee Chol-Hi, had amassed 
a fortune worth nearly SI billion by man- 
ipulating the unofficial loan market. 

Mrs. Chang said she had not used her fam- 
ily connections to persuade banks to lend 
money and companies to part with collateral 
many times the sum on the loans she pro- 
vided. The uncle of President Chun's wife, 


ex-Gen. Lee Kyu-Kwang, was arrested for 
accepting about $135,000 from the couple. 
Ex-Gen. Lee is married to Mrs. Chang's sis- 
ter and is the brother of the President’s 
father-in-law. 

Mrs. Chang also denied that any money 
from her loan operation was used for political 
purposes. President Chun made sweeping 
changes in his ruling Democratic Justice 
Pirty (DJP) following allegations that some 
loan funds found their way into party coffers. 

She pleaded not guilty to fraudulently dis- 
counting promissory notes from companies 
held as collateral, in breach of recognized 
unofficial loan market practices. She admit- 
ted violating Korean's foreign exchange regu- 
lations. 
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
